you to win. I heard Mr. Pullman say the other 
day that you men owed his company 570,000 for 
rent which you could not pay. If that is so how 
long will it be before he owns you soul and body? 
Mr. Pullman was disposed to treat the matter 
lightly, and when your committee waited on 
him he said their grievances didn’t amount to 
anything. When I saw him yesterday he said the 
danger of a strike was ali over now and 
laughed. lam under the opinion that it is so 
long shana he has done any work that. he has for- 
gotten what ill-usage means, and does not know 
that kind words and a courteous. demeanor are 
becoming even to the President of a great corpo- 
ration. If he had taken the trouble to come 
down here two days ago, as he should have done, 
and had listened tothe men’s grievances from 
the men, this strike would never have occurred. 


Hold a Consultation Over Pians. 


At the conclusion of Mr. Howard’s address 
he requested the committee to remain for a 
few moments for consultation. When asked 
after the meeting as to what the probable re- 
sult of the strike would be, he said that he 
did not know. He feared, however, that 
it would be a serious affair. President Debs 
ofthe American Railway Union has put the 
strike entirely in Mr. Howard’s hands, and he 
will remain on the scene until the strike ends. 

Immediately after the meeting adjourned

There were 
spirited contests in many of the warda, but 
they were carried on in good spirit, These 
contests were mostly in the Eleventh, 
Twelfth, Thirteenth, and Fifteenth Wards 
and grew out cf the contest for district com, 
mitteemen and local political jealousies.

Gen. Fitz-Simons’ Letter, He Says, Is Be-

Many Men Say They Will Go Back, 
Some of the men talked freely until they 
were asked their views, which they refused to 
give. They characterized the strike as won- 
ton, causeless. and suicidal. They asserted 
that no more men would go out, and that 
those who had gone out would return either 
this morning or Monday. They said that 
many of those who went out were induced to 
do it by false representations, and particu- 
larly by the story that the company had de- 
termined to lock them out before night. Not 
one of them had a grievance to speak of. 
As to this threatened lockout, Manager 


Middleton said that it had never been thought 


of by the company, and was absurd on the 
face of it. He spoke in a similar vein of the 
alleged affront to Frank Peterson, Charles E. 
Hasty, and Lewis P. Watson of the Grievance 
committee. They had been laid off, he said, 
but they were not the only men who were laid 
off at the same time, and all of them were laid 
off on account of a scarcity of work in their 
department. Even so, they were laid off for 
only a day or two, and were expressly told to 
come to work again Monday. The men, he 
said, could see themselves, and knew perfect- 
iy well that there was nothing for them todo 
until Monday, and made their complaint out 
of pure captiousness. . 
An officer of the Pullman Loan and Savings 
Bank in commenting on the folly of the 
strike, gave some significant figures from the 
books of the institution. One year ago.“ 
he said, the total savings that these men had 
in the bank were $667,000. The hard times 
that followed had reduced that amount by 
Jan. 1, 1894, to $473,000: But [after that 
times improved and the amount gradually in- 
ereased, so that it is now $488,000. It is 
obvious that the men were doing better than 
they had been doing, and that if they had not 
struck they were on the road to prosperity.” 
The same man said: The men have even 
complained of a merciless collection of rents, 
but 1 will show you how little ground there is 
for their complaints.

Navy Department Agents Said to Have 
Found Faults in the Monitor's Plates. 
San Francisco, Cal., May 11.— Au evening 

paper publishes a sensational story to the 

effect that representatives of Secretary Her- 
bert have begun an investigation of the plates 
of the monitor Monterey at Mare Island and 
have discovered serious defects in 
its construction, A photographer was 
taken aboard and obtained photographs 
of a number of tne plates, the intention being 
to have the Carnegie informers mark on them 
the exact location on the weak plates and thus 
make easy the work of the investigators. One 
of the officials making the investigation is 
quoted as saying that places have been found 
where the sheet would have crumbled if 
struck by a round shot, and that from present 
appearances the vessel would not stand 
ordinary fire. The finai tests are to be made 
after the informers have indicated what plates 
are bad. It is claimed that Secretary Her- 
bert’s present trip to the coast is partly in 
connection with the Monterey investigation.

Against- these tubes 
the armor plate will rest, the idea being that 
the tubes will absorb the vibration caused by 
the impact of the projectile, i 

Mr. D’Humy says his in vention is an as. 
sured success. He allows for and even ex- 
pects the immediate destruction of the cast- 
iron lid of his plate chest, but he denies the 
power of any gun made to send a shot intoa 
ship protected by his armor. He says the 
only objection made to his system was made 
by Col. Sampson in Washington, who sug- 
gested that a shot might burst the box hold: 
ing the plates, Mr. D’Humy declares the 
projectile will burst long before the steel 
sides of the box. will. Mr. D’Humy has been 
working on his patent for fifteen years, and 
he wants the government to adopt this plate 
and have.it manufactured in Chicago. 

In the construction of my targets I have 
stipulated for one thing only,“ said Mr. 
D’Humy, and that is that I shall have the 
privilege of constructing the backing. I am 
not afraid of my armor plate; I don't believe 
any shot can pierce it, but I am afraid it may 
be carried bodily through any flimsy backing 
thateis put behind it. There won't be any 
spring about my armor; You can’t make 
that plate ring. In its application toa ves. 
sel this will be the procedure: First, the 
armor plate; then-the-phosphor-bronze tubes; 
then a two-inch steel sheathing; then two feet 
of teak, and then the ship's sheathing. They. 
never can make a gun to pierce that. A pro- 
jectile may get ten inches into one of my 
plates, but it will never get any farther. l

TAKE ACTION TO STAMP OUT SMALLPOX. 


Wholesale Clothiers Ready to Co-operate 
with the Health Department, 

The Health Commissioner was waited upon 
by a committee of wholesale clothiers, who 
informed him they were ready to coédperate 
in any scheme to prevent the spread of small- 
pot. The clothing men promised that a com- 
mittee should be appointed to codéperate with 
the Coininissioners in the matter, 

Dr. Reynolds received information from 
Mrs. Florence Kelley, Chief of the State 
Board of Factory Inspectors, of several cases 
of smallpox. which demand immediate atten- 
tion. She reportsa case at No, 899 West 
Nineteenth street and said that at No, 901 
West Nineteenth street James Chizek iy a 
sweat shop. ‘I'he. two families are related in 
some way, and though No. 899 is supposed to 
be under strict quarantine Thursday a little 
girl from the Chizek house carried some flow- 
ers to No. 899 and afterwards went back to 
work in her father’s shop. There is in Ihe 
shop a large quantity of ra rm | which the 
Chief Inspector thinks should be destroyed at 
once. She reports also a case of smallpox in 
the sweat shop of Peter Zitnek, No. 699 Al- 
port street, where there is also u large quan- 
tity of clothing Commissioner Reynolds sent 
men to destroy the one. 

Dr. Reynoids, Chief Brennan, and Capt. 
Duffy of the Central Station were in consulta- 
tion with the Mayor over the smallpox situa- 
tion yesterday afternoon. The police officers 
had been appealed to to furnish more men 


for the perfection of the quarantine service. 
The Mayor decided that the Chief should sup- 


ply the Health Vommissioner all the officers 
needed. Mayor Hopkins also suggosted the 
calling of a matzs-medting of physicians of the 
city to talk over the situation for the purpose 
of getting them to eodéperate with the city to 
the extent of giving their services for a time 
to stamp out smallpox. Dr. Reynoids argued 
that this would be unnecessary. He reported 
that at the rate his men are now working he 
will have the entire city vaccinated within 
ten days and every case in the two pest- 
houses. 

Last evening a conferente was held be- 
tween Dr. Scott, Secretary of the State Board 
Commissioner Reynolds, and the Executive 
committee of the Manufacturers’ Association 
and an agreement entered into ing the 
inspection of the „ Forty inspect- 
ors will be put to work onday morning.

DISCUSSES THE CASE OF DR. M’GLYNN. 


Mer. Satolli Tells of the Conditions of His 
Reinstatement. 

Wasuinetor. D. C., May 11.—[Special. }— 

Mgr. Satolli made public today an official 

statement on the reinstatement to the priest- 


hood of Dr. McGlynn. He said: 

The conditions on which 1 absolved Dr. Me- 
Glynn’ by authority received from the Holy 
Father were: (1) That he should make a thor- 
ough statement of his views and doctrines in re- 

ard to social economy and put them to me and 

would revise them and then submit them to 
four doctors of divinity for revision. This con- 
dition he fulfilled, and it was acknowledged 
that nothing he did or said was opposed 
to the Catholic doctrine. (2) That Dr. McGlynn 
should make a written apology for whatever he 
might have said disregardful of or derogatory to 
the ecclesiastical authorities, and state that he 
admitted all the doctrines of the Catholic 
church, especially what the holy Father teaches 
in his encyclical rerum novarum. He fulfilled 
this condition also, and this declaration was im- 
mediately sent to Pope at Rome and was 
published in this country some time afterward. 
(8) That Dr. McGlynn would promise that he 
would go to Rome after a certain definite time. 
This last condition was complied with also. 

In reply to a question as to why Dr. Me- 
Glynn had not been appointed to a pastorate 
Mgr. Satolli replied that he never interfered 
iu such matters and would not in this case, 
He added that it was wholly untrue that there 
had been any falling out between Dr, 
Glynn and himself and said it was equally 
false that he had written to Dr, McGlynn, 
calling on him to retract and disown his 
teachings, as had been reported. He declared

It was a question of saving all your lives,” 
said Park Commissioner Bell, two hours later, 
for if a drop of that elephant’s saliva had 
touched the mucous mebrane of any one af 
you—the eye or the lip—then there would have 
been a dead man almost in au instant.“ | 

George B. Burns, Assistant Superintendent 
of the menagerie, told the story briefly: ** All 
through the day we tried to administer the 
poison, cyanide of potassium, by one means 
or another, but did not succeed. At last we 

ecided on bran, and using some small capst- 
les Snyder made up balls of wet bran,in each 
of whith was placed a capsule contair- 
ing about five or six grains of the 
cyanide, They were placed in the ordinary 
pail in which food had been given before. 
At seven and a half minutes past 4 o'clock he 
put his trunk in the pail and taking up a ball 
of the bran blew it down his throat; several 
others followed and then he stopped. Somg- 
thing seemed to uffect bim, He moved to the 
front of the cage and rubbed his side 
against the bars, then he trumpeted 
once or twice, and at the 
end of four minutes, seemed to-go into a con- 
vulsion. His body swelled and his efforts to 
strain and burst the chain were tremendoug. 
Finally the chain that went around his body 
burst, Getting down on the floor, the ele- 
phant dragged himself toward the 
door of the cage, until, reachin 
the limit of the heavy * chai 
which secured his foreleg to two of the front 
bars, he stumbled and fell. He did not go 
down with a cras&, however, but went over on 
his side, front first, stiffened out, and died in 
just twelve minutes from the time he took the 
first ball of wet bran. 

„We had at first decided to use hydrocyanie 
acid, but finally decided to use the cyanide of 
potassium, not only because it was tasteless 
and inodorous, but chiefly for the reason 
it would not be dangerous to the operators 
making the dissection. The use of the hydro- 
cyanic acid would make the whole carcass a 
deadly poison. Besides, we have now demon- 
strated that this is an easy and humane way of 
killing elephants.”’ 

Before the information was imparted the 
dissectors, eight in number, under the direc- 
tion of John Rowley, chief taxidermist of 
the museum, had commenced their work, so 
that before the sun rises tomorrow Tip will 
be divided up.

NO RECORD OF MONEYS PAID. 


Important Development in the Northern 
Pacific Investigation. 

New York, May 11.—(Special. }—Immedi- 
ately upon the resumption of the Northern Pa- 
cific inquiry before Master in Chancery Cary 
this morning Vice-President Searles of the 
Farmers’ Loan and Trust company testified 
that he could find no official record of tho 
authorization of the issue of 52,000,000 of 
stock of the Rocky Fork and Cook City rail 


by resolution adepted in 1890, 

The examination of Edward Edes, receiver 
and Treasurer of the North American com- 
pany, was resumed. The minute book and 
the ledger of the Morgan and Transconti- 
nental company were produced by Mr. Edes 
and closely examined by Mr. Pettit. The 
minute books showed the authorization of the 
acquirement of the several properties and re- 
veals the names of the syndicate which sub- 
scribed for the $18,000,000 of Chieago and 
Northern Pacific bonds issued thereon. They 
were: Henry Villard, Jacob H. S. Stern, the 
Deutsches Bank of Berlin and associates, 
$4,000,000; Charles L. Colby, Colgate 
Hoyt, and Frederick Abbott on the part. of 
themselves, and James B. Colgate, John B. 
Trenor, and others, $7,300,000. re- 
mainder, was taken by sundry purchasers, 
banks, and others in lots of $25,000 te 
51.000.000. 

An inspection of the ledger disclosed the fact 
that $9,491,000 had been received as the 
proceeds of the Chicago and Northern Pacifie 
bonds, but Mr. Edes was unable to find any 
entry representing the balance of the sub- 
scriptions, nor could he give in detail the 
items making up the $9,401,000. He said 
the check-book would probably show it, and 
was directed to produce it after the recess, to- 

ether with a letter addressed to President 

ard which accompanied the Hoyt-Colby 
subscription. Among the cash payments was 
one of $2,507,366 to D. S. Wegg for ad- 
vances made. The books did not show 
whether Mr. Villard ana his associates or the 
Hoyt-Colby party had ever paid for the bonds 
which they subscribed for. Mr. Edes said he 
presumed they had paid for them. Just after 
the noon recess C. A. Spofford. farmerly pri- 
vate secretary to Henry Villard. appeared 
with his counsel, Wheeler H. Peckham. He 
was invited to téstify, but deelined under the 
advice of his counsel. Mr. Peckham read a 
statement in which he said: 

To permit,an examination of the kind now 
ing on, of any charges the enemies of Mr. Vil- 
lard, who have charge of this examination, may 
see fit to make, conducted without the sanction 
of an oath, without the power or purpose of any 
tribunal to render any judgment either for or 
against Mr. Villard, seems to Mr. Spofford, as 
advised by me, incompatible with his duty to Mr.

LEGISLATING FOR A CLOSER UNION, 


Methodist General Conference Wants to 
Amalgamate All Church Missions. 
Mempuis, Tenn., May 11.—At today's 
session of the Methodist Episcopal Church 
South Bishop Key presided and Dr. Carlisle 
conducted the devotional . exercises. The 
presence in the conference of Dr. Alexander 
Sutherland, fraternal messenger of the Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church in Canada, was an- 
nounced, A resolution from the Little Rock 
conference asking that women be allowed to 
attend the conference and hold office in 
the church was presented. A resolution 
from the Committee on Fratérnal Rela- 
tions was read. It recommended the ap- 
pointment of a commission of five, consisting 
of one Bishop, two Elders, and two laymen, 
to confer with a similar commission from the 
Methodist Episcopal Church and that they 
shall jointly formulate plans for closing the 
breach between the Methodist churches in 
foreign countries and placing all missions 
under a united Methodist control. The reso- 
lution also recommended a close union. of the 
churches in America. Dr. Denny moved as 
an amendment that the committee be ap- 
pointed by the College of Bishops. This was 
accepted and the resolution adopted. 


CONVENTION OF SOUTHERN BAPTISTS. 
Thirteen Hundred Delegates Attend the 
Opening Session at Dallas. 

Daas, Tex., May 11.—Judge Haralson of 
Alabama, President of the Southern Baptist 
convention, called that body to order today in 
the immense tabernacle fitted up for the pur- 
pose and holding 8,000 people. Thirteen 
hundred delegates were present. The, num- 
ber of votes to which each State is entitled is 
determined on a financial basis as fol- 
lows: Alabama, 46; Arkansas, 136;

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ANOTHER GREAT KANSAS OIL GUSHER. 


It Spouts Petraleum Many Feet Above a 
Seventy-four-Foot Derrick. 

Neopgsna, Kas., May 11.—Another gusher 
was struck in the Neodesha oil fields today. 
A charge of sixty quarts of nitro-glycerine 
was lowered into the Theodore Johnson well, 
850 fect deep, followed directly by a 
fifteen pound go-devil, which exploded the 
nitro-glycerine charge, and the grand sight 
was on. For fully fifteen minutes the oil was 
thrown many feet above the top of the seven- 
ty-four-foot derrick and continued to flow at 
intervals until a stream of oil fully eight 
inches deep was flowing through a ravine 
leading from the weh. Work on the storage 
tanks Be begun and is being pushed vigor- 
ously. Some of these have.a capacity of 40, 
000 barrels.

NORTHERN ILLINOIS OPERATORS 
WILL NOT GO TO OLEVELAND. 


Have No Assurance Competitors Will Be 
Bound by the Action Taken There 
‘Col. W. F. Rend Says He Thinks the 
Strike Is a Failure=Pittsburg River 
Mine Owners Will Fight Against Set- 
tlement=Illinois Miners Continue at 
Work Deputies on Guard. 


Illinois coal operators will not attend the 
conference of miners and producers at Cleve- 
land Tuesday. Their intention not to do so, 
which was stated in THz Trisune yesterday, 
was formally promulgated in a series of reso- 
lutions adopted at their meeting yesterday. 
The resolutions declared that they had noth- 
ing to gain by being represented at the con- 
ference, which was not called to consider 
matters pertaining to the ficlds in which they 
operate, 

The meeting was held in the offices of the 
Wilmington and Vermilion Coal company. 
Every operator wifhin the district was repre- 
sented personally or by proxy, among those 
present being: 

A. L. Sweet, Chicago, Wilmington and Vor- 
milion Coal company; M. G. Zoller, Wilmington 
Coal Association ; F. O. Wyatt, La Salle County 
Carbon Coal company; John Kangley, Star Coal 
company; C. Beil, Northern Illinois Coal com- 
pany J. C. Lutz, Wilmington Coal company; E. 

. Monser, Winona Coal company; Nelson 
Piumb, Coal Run Coal company; M. C. Barick- 
man, Barickman Coal company ; R. Ramsey, Chi- 
cago, Milwaukee, and St. Paul railway . 
P. Belsley, Roanoke Mining 41 & . M. Dal- 
Zell, Spring Valley Coal company; Paul Morton, 
White Breast Fuel company; E. J. Bent, Oglesb 
Coal company; Edward Atkinson, Acme Coa 
company ; ©.

The speech ade contended that the min- 
ers employed i the Northern Illinois district 
had no grieyance. The men, it was said, had 
quit suddenly, notwithstanding that their con- 
tracts with the operators not expired. 
The operators, it was said, could not afford 
to take part in a meeting the purpose of which 
was to remedy an evil of which they were sup- 
posed to know nothing. 


Refuse to Enter the Conference. 


This sentiment was embodied in resolu- 
tions, which were preceded by whereases, 
stating that the condition of Northern Illinois 
coal business has been unsatisfactory this 
winter because of wage reductions in com- 
petitive territory approximating 15 cents to 
20 cents a ton for mining as well as day 
wage cuts and enlargement of.the screens, 
while in Northern Illinois there has been no 
euts, but men have been kept at work while 
the operators lost money; that the men vio-

Francis C. Robbins, President of the 
Pittsburg and Chicago Coal company, amend- 
ed the resolution to provide for a committee 
of ten to go to the Cleveland meeting and ad- 
vocate a settlement by the adoption of a uni- 
form price of 65 cents, equivalent rates to be 
maintained in competitive districts. The 
amendment was voted down. When Rob- 
bins saw that the river mine on- 
ers were running the meetmg he left.

SPECIAL CHECKS FOR THE DIVIDEND. 


World's Fair Stockholders Will Get Their 
Money in a Few Weeks.

Mrs. Henrotin Introduced. 

At this point Mrs. Henrotin of Chicago was 
formally introduced to the convention as the 
new President, and smilingly acknowledged 
the applause which gree her when she 
arose. Mrs. James M. Flower, ex-President 
of the Chicago Woman's eiub, thought the 
women ought to have an object in view 
for the ideal federation. She deplored 
the fact. that women are ceasing to 
save statesmen in the Legislatures.

Hundreds of the Workmen in Other De- 
partments Follow Until the Establish- 
ment Is Crippled and the Few Remain- 
ing Are Locked OuteAlleged Dis- 
charges of Membets of Committees 
Cause the Action- No Trouble in the 
Town During the Night.

from Chicago and held a long, private con- 


sistant Manager Parent. At 6 o'clock Mr. 
Brown came out of the office and made the 
announcement that the company had decided 
to shut down the works, and that orders had 
been sent out to that effect. We have 
been running at a loss, he said, and the 
men, not satisfied with that, have seen fit to 
strike. Will we open upagain if the men 
want to return to work? Ah, we will cross no 
bridges until we come to them, but you can 
safely say that these works will be closed 
down tomorrow. As to our contracts the 
strike will not affect us, for all of them have 
strike clauses in them.’ 

Ves. we have shut dota’ our plant at 
Pullman.“ said George M. Pullman last 
night. When it will start up again I cannot 
tell. We have been operating our plant at a 
loss that our employés might not suffer for 
the wants and necessities of life. It is to our 
advantage financially, to be sure, but I am 
truly sorry that it has so happened that 
we have been forced to shut down. 
The report that we were going to close the 
works at noon today is not true, We had no 
such intention. It was rather our purpose to 
keep the works in operation through this un- 
ore season of dullness and nard times, 


Mr. Pullman Is Surprised. 


„The fact that the men went out on a strike 
this morning was a most unpleasant surprise 
to me. From the reports I received from 
the works last night had reason 
to hope that this troubie had been 
averted. I was advised this morning that the 
men were at work in all departments, but at 
8:30 o'clock received a telephone message 
that the freight car builders, about seventy- 
three in number, hat gone quietly out with- 
out making any remarks to anybody, leaving 
upwards of 100 men in other departments of 
the freight shops. Subsequently a N 
was received from the manager of the wor 
that R. W. Brown, one of the committee, had 
called the mer. out in the other shops and that 
quite a large number had _ responded 
to-that call. Then came the _ informa. 
tion that 2,000 of the men had quit, 
leaving 1 600 of the employés at work. 
This not only surprised but pained me, for I 
had t@ken a great interest in keeping the 
men employed. I had given my personal 
supervision to the letting of contracts. I 
knew that in times like the present if we 
secured any contracts we must make bids far 
below any we had ever made. I even toon 
contracts at a loss. I closed our shops at De- 
troit and elsewhere. In fact, I did and was do- 
ing all in my power to keep tho men at Pullman 
supplied with work. i told all this and more 
to the committee of workmen Wednesday and 
felt that they would realize the situation and 
see that we could not now pay more wages 
than we were doing. 

We also spent over $160,000 in improve- 
ments at the worksand in the town during 
the last few months that we would not have 
made for several years had we not wanted to 

ive the men work. I had this done because 

was exceedingly anxious for the welfare of 
the men. 

This strike will work a great hardship on 
the men who did not want to quit work be- 
cause it forces them into idleness. The char- 
acter of the work is such that all must work 
or none, 

As to the wages the men at Pullman were 
receiving, 1 the last month they averaged 
51.87 a day. is does not inelude the sal- 
aried men, just yi os men who work by the day. 
It also includes the women and children. I 
do not believe there is a place in 
the world where the employés are so 
well paid as at Pullman. The average 
pay for each employé for the last fiscal year, 
including women and children, but not sal- 
aried men, was over $600. 

IJ am sorry the men struck, but now that 
they have done so the works have been closed. 
I do not fear trouble. We have made no 
preparations for riots, for we do not anticipate 
that there will be any.’ 


No Demonstration by the Men. 


There were no demonstrations in Pullman 
last night. No ext watchmen were on guard, 
but at the Kensington Police Station six 
officers were on reserve. It was rumored 
Pinkertone were in the town, but this was de- 
nied by the officers of the company and the 
detective agency.. The company does not 
fear the men who have been in Pullman, 
as they are attached to the company 
and disposed to be conservative. But 
the men who live at Kensington 
and Roseland, who are one-third of the whole 
number, are, they say, less scrupulous as to 
what they may do, and there is some anxiety 
lest they may commit a breach of the peace. 

The last serious strike at Pullman occurred 
shortly after the haymarket riot in May, 
1886. The men caught the fever of the 
eight-hour epidemic, A committee waited 
upon Mr. Pullman and made a demand for 
— hours’ work with 10 per cent increase in 

The committee was cordially received 
my Mr. Pullman. A protracted interview 
followed. Both sides of the question were 
minutely canvassed. The result of the inter- 
view was that Mr. Pullman declined to grant 
the concessions. The committee returned to 
Pullman and the foilowing day 3.000 em- 
ployés left the works and remained out about 
ten days. 

The company made no effort to fill the 
places of the strikers. It announced from 
the start that it desired the men to resume 
work whenever they should conclude to do so. 
It made no stipulations, conditions. or en 
ceptions whatever. The Auarchists did every- 
thing in their power to inflame the men, but 
to no avail. During the ten 
days that the men were idle 
the strikers frequently paraded the streets and 
held many mass-meetings. There was no vi- 
olence offered. After the men bad been idle 
ten days 500 voluntarily resumed work at the 
old basis of wages. The nextday 300 more 
went back to. work, and the third day the 
strike was declared ‘off, 


BREWERS AGREE ON A WAGE SCALE 


— — — 


Terms Are Said to Be Those Demanded by 
the Men- Labor Notes. 

The brewers and brewery workers held a 
four hours’ session yesterday afternoon and 
finally agreed on a wage scalé for the year 
ensuing. This adjustment was brought about 
largely through the efforts of P. J. Maas and 
Lee M. Hart, representatives of the Trade 
and Labor Assembly. There are on the one 
side fifty-three breweries and on the other 
1.200 union members. The terms of settle. 
ment were those demanded by the men, last 
year’s wages, an average of $17 a week for 
six days of ten hours each. 

The journeymen horseshoers were asked 
by their bosses to give them the privilege of 
extending the working hours during rush 
periods from nine to ten hours a day. 
Ihe men. believing this but a subterfuge to 
secure the permanent lengthening of the 
workday, refused to accede. This may cause 
a lockout of the journeymen hor zeshoers. 

At a joint meeting of the Executive Boards 
of the I bor Assembly and Build- 
ing Trades Council last night the next Labor 
day picnic was discussed. Committees were 
appointed to decide whether the picnics be 
joint or separate.

Judge Blodgett of the United States Court 


Speaks Entertainingly of the Bering |} 
Sea Tribunal at PariseHow the Kus- 
sian Translator Peterhoff Cozened the 
Government — Evidence Needlessly 
Printed in French, When All the Ar- 
bitrators Are Good English. Scholars. 


An informal dinner of the Chicago Bar 
Association was given at the Grand Pacific 
last night and was attended by about 100 
members of the bar. The occasion had no 
special signiticance, except to begin a series 
of informal dinners. where the members of 
the bar may meet each other in a 
social way. Judge H. W. Blodgett of 
the United States Court was the guest 
of the association and he _ entertained 


the members at the conclusion of the dinner 


with the reading of a paper on the recent seal 
fishery tribunal at Paris, where he was one of 
the counsel of the government. The Judge 
gave a general review of the seal fishery 
trouble, and then, to furnish an intelligent 
understanding of all the questions involved, 
gave a minute description of the habits of 
the seal and its conduct during the breeding 
season. The bulls and cows set up their 
homes on the shores of the Priby- 
loff Islands in May and remain in 
that vicinity until late in the 
The young females renain by themselves in 
the water, while the young males herd to. 
gether on the islands and go but little into the 
water. They are looked after by. the 
hunters, and certain ‘proportions of

i Review of the Case. 


cae Sane reviewed the grounds upon 
which the United States based its ownership 
of all seals bred in its territory and the history 
of the claim that Bering Sea was a closed 
sea. He then gave the personal traits 
of the members of the tribunal 
and the counsel on both sides, and 
recounted several incidents concerning the 
tribunal that have never beeu published. He 
said that when Charles Foster, who 
had the preparation of the case in charge, be- 
gan the compilation of his evidence he thought 
it might be a good thing to go through the old 
Russian archives of the Territory of Alaska, 
which are stored at Washington. For this 
purpose a Russitn born in Alaska, 
and who had been retained at Wash- 
ington ever since the purchase of the 
Territory, was employed to search the 
records, He secured a big lot of evidence 
that Russia had maintained and insisted for 
over a century that the sea was a closed Sen 
and part of Alaska. In order to enable the 
English Governinent to examine the evidence 
Mr. Foster had all of the pages of the archives 
quoted by the Russian Peteroff photographed 
and bound in the book presenting the -laims 
of the government. It was not until the 
book had been sent to England that 
the government discovered that Peteroff 
had manufactured evidence and the transla- 
tion of the photographed pages put the 
United States ina ridiculous position. Mr. 
Foster notified: the English Government of 
the discovery and requested permission to 
withdraw the manufactured evidence, and, 
added the Judge, at the trial there was never 
a mention made of this incident by the En- 
glish counsel. How many of us could have 
resisted the opportunity to have used a [act 
like that against an opponent, and that is an 
indication of the good feeling that prevailed 
vee e tae two countries before the tribu- 
nal, 
Go to Needless Expense. 

Judge Blodgett related how the English 
and American counsel had arranged for the 
conduct of the trial in the French language, 
— had gone to the expense of printing the 

ousands of when t of evidence in the French 
* the tribunal met it was dis- 
cove the French representative had 
learned the English language before he had 
the French; the Swedish member had studied 
and practiced law in Eugland for four years. 
and knew our language better than he did the 
French; while the Italian member modestly 
informed the counsel and his associates that 
he was regarded as authority on English in 
the great University of Milan. 

He believed that the decision of the tribun- 
al was due to an indisposition to establish a 
new principle in international law and the 
opening had been left in the claim of the 
United States for such a decision in the event 
that the main principles were not recognized. 
He said the stoppage of sealing during 
two months in the year, the -confia- 
ing of pelagic ‘hunters to the use 
of spears instead of guns, and the inhibition 
of any hunting within sixty miles of the 
Pribyloff Islands would operate to the per- 
petuation of the seals. 

A rising vote of thanks was tendered the 
J udge.

Change of Site Would Afford Better Pro- 
tection to the Border. 
Wasuineton, D. C., May 11.—Representa- 
tive Gorman of Michigan has reported to the 
House the bill agreed on by the Military 
Affairs committee to remove the military post 
known as Fort McIntosh from its present site 
to.a more desirable and larger one near 
Laredo, Tex. The accompanying report says 
in part: The committee is of the opinion, 
which is based ‘upon the statements of Gens.

GERMANY LIKELY TO RETALIA TE. 


it Will Not Take Kindly to the Discrimi- 
nating Duty ow Sugar. 
Wasuinetox, D. C.,, May 11.—[Special.]— 
Among the representatives of foreign govern- 
ments in Washington none are more interested 


‘than the German Ambassador. That official 
sent a special messenger to the Capitol for a 
copy ot the amendments, and it is quite cer- 
tain that before night the German Foreign 
Office was familiar with the text of the sugar 
schedule. 
German Ainbassador looks upon this pro- 
vision as a direct slap at Germany, for Ger- 
many exports to this country more refined 
sugar than all the other countries combined. 
The discriminating duty of 1-10 of a cent a 
pound on her refined sugar, it is thought by 
Senators who have investigated the matter, 
will lead to retaliation against our products.

Secretary Lamont Said to Be Desirous of 
Punishing Lieut. Maney. 

Wasuinaron, D. C., May 11.—Special.}—In- 
quiry at the War Department elicits the informa- 
tion that if the slightest pretext exists Secretary 
Lamont will dismiss Lieut. Maney from the army 
for his participation in the killing of Capt. Hed- 
berg. After going over the evidence before the 
civil tribunal the impression has been created 
in the mind of the Secretary of War that it was a 
case cf willful perversion of justice in rendering 
a verdict of acquittal, and he has not been at all 
backward in expressing himself to that effect. 
Hence those who have talked with him on the 
subject are pretty wel convinced that if the 
court-martial at Fort Snelling finds Lieut. 
Maney guilty of the charges preferred against 
him that he might as well give up all hope of re- 
maining in the army under this adnfinistration. 


Waite and Cattle Law. 


Gov. Waite has addressed a letter to Colorado 
Representatives in 3 on the prop sed at- 
tempt to secure the abrogation or modification 
of the regulations now in force by which cattle 
imported into Great Britain from the United 
States are required to be siaughtered at the port 
of entry. He says it will probably not be possi- 
bie to abrogate the rule in regard to the 
slaughter of American cattle, because pleuro- 
pneumonia actually prevails in ( anada and in 
places in the Eastern and Southern States. The 
disease is unknown, however, in the Rocky 
Mountain States, and this is a good reason why 
the rule should be modified as regarding Rocky 
Mountain cattle.

State Beard of Railroad Commissioners 


Cut Dewn Expenses. 
The State Board of Railroad and Warehouse 
Commiss‘oners held a meeting at the Chief 
Grain Inspector’s office in this city yesterday 


at which a radical and general cut was made 


in the salaries of all emp‘oyés. This was in 
extent from 25 to 40 per cent and before ad- 
journment a number of dismissals of minor 
surplus employés was agreed upon.

BUILDING A FENCE AROUND KEITHSBURG 


Salesmen from Rival Towns Must Pay $10 
a Day License. 

I. H. Meek, the salesman for a Burlington, 
la., firm, who was arrested at Keithsburg, III., 
and for whose release Judge. Grosscup issued 
a writ of habeas corpus, us brought into 
court yesterday by William Cunningham, the 
Town Marshal, The prisoner was accompanied 
also by Thomas Marshall, Mayor of Keiths- 
burg, who had come to uphold the town 
authorities in arrestmg Meek. The latter was 
arrested under an ordinance recently 
by the town charging a license fee of $10 per 
day or $100 per month for the privilege of 
canvassing or taking crders among the eiti- 
zens. The ordinance was intended to prevent 
outside merchants from interfering with the 
trade of the merchants of the town and the 
petitioner claims it is an infringement of the 
right of Congress to regulate inter- State com- 
merce and is therefore unconstitutional. 
Judge Prentiss for the town asked that the 
writ be dismissed for various technical rea- 
sons, among them being that Keithsburg is 
180 miles from Chicago and the petitioner 
had not advanced or offered to advance the 
‘cost of bringing him into court. Judge Gross- 
cup refused to dismiss the writ, but gave 
Judge Prentiss until next Thursday to file an 
answer to it, ardon May 26 the case will be 
heard. In the meantime Salesman Meek was 
released. Attorney Cowlés said the ordinance 
in question was aimed at Burlington, whose 
merchants send canvassers to Keithsburg to 
take orders for goods which are afterwards 
delivered. 


Maj. Powell's Successor. 

WasnrnearTon, D. C. „ May 11.—Maj. John W. 
Powell, whose resignation as Director ot the Geo- 
logical Survey was made public last night, will 
retain the office of Chief of the Bureau of 
Ethnology, a branch of the Smithsonian 
Institution. Prof. Waleott, who succeeds 
Maj. Powell, 1s a ‘young man who has 
achieved a good reputation as the chief 
eologist of the survey. He was born near Utica, 
N. V., forty-four years ago and is one of the few 
scientists of this day who did not have the bene- 
fit of a collegiate education. He went through 
the I 4 owe schools, was connected with the New 
York State Geological Survey for three years 
and then connected himseif with the bureau o 
which he has now become the head. He was a 
personal friend of the President. and had the 
recommendations of Director Powell for the 
position, which pays $6,000 a year.

Wasnmdrox, D. C., May 11.— The pro- 
ceedings in the Senate yesterday upon Mr. 
Gallinger’s amendment to the tariff bill, pro- 
viding for a retaliatory clause against Cana- 
da, indicate that that question is liable to re- 
ceive considerable attention before the bill 
shall be disposed of. Mr. Gallinger’s speech 
was brief, but Senators Lodge and Hale both 
L indicated:a desire to discuss the question, and 
the amendment was withdrawn for the time 
in order to enable them to make preparations 
before presenting their views. It is under- 
stood that other Senators’ will also make 
specches upon the amendment when it again 
comes before the Senate. The proposed 
amendment provides that the tariff 
act shall only become operative, so far as it 
shall concern Canada, upon proclamation by 
the President of the United States.. This 
proclamation is to be issued under conditions 
which are prescribed, When it is duly cer- 
titled to the President that the Government 
of Canada has declared a desire to enter into 
such commercial arrangements with the

To in some measure meet this demand and to 
supply much needed facilities in this particu- 
lar the establishment of ten substations and 
100 stamp agencies is recommended. It is 
not advisable in an office of the importance 
of Chicago to employ a clerk at a salary less 
than $800 per annum, and this change is 
strongly urged, not alone as a matter of jus- 
tice to these clerks but in the interest.of the 
service as well. 

Designation by Letters. 

It is the policy of the Postoftice Depart- 
ment to designate by letter, rather than 
name, branch postal stations in first-class of- 
fices. To conform to this rule on and after 
the date on which these recommendations go 
into effect the carrier stations of the Chicago 
Postoffice should be designated as fol- 
lows: North Division Station, A; Lake 
View Station, B; West Division Station, 
C; Madison Street Station, D; Garfield Park 
Station, E; Northwest Station, F; Humboldt 
Park Station, G; Southwest Station, H;

THAT NORTHWESTERN L BRIDGE, 


Congressman Aldrich Has a Conference 
with Secretary Lamont. 

Wasuineton, D. C., May 11.—([Special.]— 
There was a conference at the War Depart- 
ment today between Secretary Laniont and 
Representative Aldrich relative to the pro- 
posed bridge ovér the Chicago River which 
the Northwestern Elevated railroad, is seeking 
to build. In the course of the conference it 
was stated that Gen. Casey had suggested to 
the Secretary of War the surrender of the 
river to the City of Chicago. This, he 
thought, would obviate any further contention 
or dispute»relative to bridging this water way. 
In a report on the same subject Capt. Mar- 
shali of the Engineer Corps was decidedly 
unfavorable to the railroad company’s propo- 
sition and this was een out during the 
‘talk at the department. While giving no in- 
dication of his intention in the matter Secre- 
tary Lamont suggested that he would like to 
ha ve an expression ot opinion from the Chi- 
cago Congressional delegation on this subject 
and Mr. Aldrich was intrusted with the task 
of getting some declaration pertinent to the 
matter from his colleagues in the House. 

Incidentally it was stated the proposition 
of the bridge company now under discussion 
might be more far reaching in its results than 
had been anticipated, involving, as it does, 
the deepening of the Chicago River in the in- 
terest of navigation. To put the proposed 
bridge between Wells and Clark streets, in 
the opinion of engineers, would not be prac- 
ticable unless the La Salle street tunnel could 
be lowered. In fact, all the tunnels must go 
deeper if the navigation interests of Chicago 
are to be subserved. Judge Jamison, who 
has been here in the interest of the railroad 
company, claimed that this corporation had 
no interest with the Yerkes tunnel system, 
and yet he appeared before the Secretary as 
counsel for both. He has been urging favor- 
able action on the L road bridge use, as 
he claimed, it would be in the interest of rapid 
‘transit, which the people of Chicago were very 
desirous of having improved.

The Carter boy then saw George Taylor 
and innocently told him of the murder as de- 
scribed by the almost dying child. George 
Taylor immediately started for Browning on 
horseback, got his brother William and both 
departed on horseback. Their departure 
from Browning was before thé knowledge of 
the murder had reached there. The people of 
the neighborhood placed guards around 
the strawstack where the dead bodies were 
found. Upon investigation it was discovered 
that a bloody quilt around the bodies had 
been set on fire, the evident purpose being to 
cremate the ies. 

The little girl recovered sufficiently to de- 
scribe some of the parties, and upon her evi- 
dence Sharon McCullough of Gould and 
George Howlett of Linn County have been 
arrested as participants in crime. 
A party of citizens from Milan and 
Browning found at the place of the murder 
the revolver and a stone with which the muir- 
derers had shot and killed the father and 
mother and beat out the brains of the two 
children and left the other fordead. The 
chiid says that they struck, beat, and kicked 
her into insensibility and thought her dead. 

Late tonight the Taylors have not been ar- 
rested, but it is not thought possible they can 
escape.

Mr. Stevens has written his book to show 
that the American Constitution was not the 
most wonderful work ever struck off at a 
given time by the brain and purpose of man = 
if those words be taken as meaning that the 
Constitution was the original creation of the 
convention of 1787. It is the aim of the 
author to show that while the Constitution has 
elements of novelty it is not the original 
composition of one body of men, not the out- 
coue of one definite epoch. It does not stand 
in historical isolation, free of antecedents, It 
rests upon very old principles—principles 


, 


- laboriously worked “wad long ages of con- 


stitutional struggle.’ ile it is true that 
there has been a tendency among Americans 
to look on the Constitution as something 
which was peculiarly their own creation, they 
have been émancipating themselves froin the 
flattering belief ‘of late and many recent 
American writers have set forth as clearly as 
Mr. Stevens—who is an Englishman—that the 
frame of Government of the United States 
was a growth and notacreation. The merit 


| of Mr. Stevens’ book is none the less, how- 


ever, because he is not the first to point out 
certain facts which onght to be self-evident. 

While Dutch, Swedes, and members of 
other nationalities settled in this country at 
an early day as well as the English, yet the 
latter were the dominant race. They 
brought their own laws, institutions, and 
habits of thought and stamped them upon the 
colonists or immigrants of other races, he 
Englishmen of the time of Elisabeth and 
James agreed in the conveption of certain 
elements of government, the principal ones 
being: a single executive; a legislative body 
consisting of two houses, the upper con- 
servative and the lower representative of the 

ple at large; anda distinctive judiciary. 
Up to the time of George the Third the 
colonists were subject to English influences 
and to none other. The links of thought, law, 
custom, and habit between the Englishmen of 
England and of America remainea unbroken 
till then. 

The long continuance of a people under 
any given political order engenders a habit and 
action which ripens into a political instinct 
‘and becomes powerful in determining the 
form of institutions and the direction of polit- 
ieal progress. If the American statesmen 
had wished to break with past institutions and 
take a totally new departure it would have 
been difficult for them to do so. But they had 
no desire to try experiments or to venture 
into unknown fields of government. With a 
conservatism which was instinctive they al- 
tered little. They made only a few slight 
changes rendered necessary by their new con- 
dition of independence, 

Mr. Stevens takes up the American Con- 
gress. the President, and the judiciary and 
shows in detail the manifold resemblances to 
their English prototypes. While the United 
States Supreme Court has been spoken of as 


“a virtually unique creation of the founders 


of the Constitution, Mr. Stevens calls atten- 
tion to the fact that the colonial courts had 
Legislatures to deal with which acted in most 
instances under written charters defining their 
powers - as also under the general control of 
the home government. The colonial 
judiciary did ‘not hesitate to declare a 
local statute invalid ik 

islature had overstepped its 

powers aud the Privy Couneil, which was a 
surt of Supreme Court for the colonies, de- 
eided in like manner conflicts between laws. 
Therefore ben State Constitutions suc- 
ceeded to the charters the process was con- 
‘tinued by the State courts in cases showing 
conflict 4. — stututes and the new Con- 
stitutions judicially interpreted. What 
has beeh supposed to be the most unique 
feature of the American Supreme Court is 
really only another adaptation from the past 
and fests upon colonial and English prece- 
dents.” | 

One of the greatest differences between the 
two countries is that England has & Cabinet 


system while the United States has at Bxecu- 


tive, free from Cabinet and Congressional 
control. That that difference exists is due to 
the fact that at the time of the separation the 
system of parliamentary control through the 
Cabinet had not been established in 
its present form. During ‘the reign of 
George the Third the personal 
power of the crown revived and 
the executive power of the State was a factor 
apart from its ministers. George III. dom- 
inated Lord North in a way which the Queen 
cannot dominate Lord Rosebery. The trans- 
ference of executive power from the King to 
a parliathentary committee did not exist at 
the time the Constitution was made. Par- 
liamentary government had not developed in 
any of the colonial assemblies. Thus En- 
gland went one way and the United States 
Another. Had the separation taken place 
during the next reign this country would have 
had a cabinet government. 

It is fortunate in Mr. Stevens“ opinion that 
the American system is what it is. Ameri- 
cahs. with their democratic tendencies, owe 
very much of the stability of their govern- 
ment to the weakness of their legislature 
and the strength of their executive. ad the 
Cabinet controlled the President as the En- 
giish Cabinet does the sovereign the American 
Commonwealth very probably might have 
been wrecked in its constructive period or in 
passing through the storms of later time.“ 

It has been asserted of late by one writer 
that the political institutions of the United 
States were influenced profoundly by Hol- 
land.. Mr. Stevens is correct in saying that 
too broad a claim has been made on behalf 
of the Dutch. They contributed a little, but 
the fabric is substantially English. How man- 
ifestly our government is a development of 
the forms and ideas which the mother eoun. 
try and the colonies had in cominon up to 
1776 will be evident to any one who will read 
Mr. Stevens’ excellent with care.

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The Story of Our Planet. 

T. G. Bonney, Professor of Geology in Uni- 
versity College, London (Eng.), and fellow 
of St. John’s College, Cambridge, and of 
numerous scientific societies, has undertaken 
to tell the story of the planet on which we 
live. He has done it with the aid of the Cas- 
sell Publishing company, and done it as ex- 
haustively as would seem to be possible in the 
compass of a single volume. The work is 
crammed full of information, so closely 
packed together that it more properly may be 
eulled a text book than the merely descriptive 
book the author seems té have intended when 
he began to write it. Butthis hardly will be 
an objection unless to the few who wish to 
gain credit for an acquaintance with a sub- 
ject without having taken the trouble to mas- 
ter any of its detaits. 

The story is told methodically, and its state- 
ments of facts conclusions are brought 
down to date. The introductory portion, tell- 
iug of the general features of and, air, 
and water regions of the earth, contains more 
precise statements of fact than usually are to 
be met within books. Part two treats of the 
work of the atmosphere, rain, rivers, ice, and 
the ocean, in the processes of sculpting, mold- 
ing, and transportation; and part three deals 
with the changes from the interior—namely: 
movements ot the crust, volcanic action, ana 
earthquakes. Following this is a discussion 
of the story of past ages, beginning with 
the falling together of meteors and leading 
up in rapid succession to the different 
eras and subdivisions in geological his- 
tory. This. inciudes a sketch ot the 
building up . of the British Isles, 
of Europe, and some other continénta, as read 
out from the partially obliterated records 
graven by nature on the rocks. The aye of 
the earth, the permanente of ocean basins and 
land areas, eclimatal change, its cause and 
history, and the distribution and descent of 
lifeare considered in the closing and more theo- 


retical portion of the book. The author states 


fairly and with sufficient fullness the astro- 
nomicai theory of glaciation as due to changes 
in the ellipticity of the earth’s orbit. He says 
it seems highly probable that this and the pro- 
cessional movement would have in general 
the effects which have been ascribed to therm, 
but that we-are not yet in a position to ex- 
press a very positive opinion as to. the causes 
by which the climate of either hemisphere 
has been affected: The climate of any re- 
gion ought to be regarded as a function of 
three independent variables which at one time 
may codperate and at another time counter- 
act one another. The author closes with the 
statement that the outlook for the human race 
is not at present a hopeful one. The destruc. 
tion of civilization seems to be rapidly becom- 
ing possible, not by the incursion of barbarian 
races from without but by the eruption of 
savages within its own circle. Hesays there 
was some hope fur the future when civiliza- 
tion wus trampled down by a horde of lusty 
children, but what is there when it is destroyed 
by its own waste products!“ 


The Natural Law of Money. 


Under this title William Brough traces out 
the successive steps in the growth of money 
from the days of barter to the introduction of 
the modern ciearing-house and eéxamines 
monetary principles in their relation to past 
and present legislation. The book is issued 
by the Putaams. It is a well-written work 
and should repay careful perusal by any one 
who wishes to understand the character of 

‘money and its relations to business methods. 
All of the conclusions of the author may not 
be sound, but they will bear thinking about. 
and the statements of fact are sufficiently full 
and comprehensive to be highly valuable. He 
treats of bimetallism and monometal. 
lism, the legitimate service of a gov. 
erninent in regard to money, the effects 
of legislative interference, the Bland 
and Sherman acts, effects of a change to the 
silver standard (showing that it would not 
cause a leveling of fortunes but an increased 
disparity), the essential qualifications of. pa- 
per money, the banker's functions, paper 
money in colonial times, the monetary sys- 
tem of Canada as contrasted with that of the 
United States, the different functions of 
money and capital, conditions that would re- 
sult from a change of standard, how to keep 
two metals in circulation ata parity, and the 
hoarding panic of last July, which was pre- 
ceded by a withdrawal of capital from the 
country. 

TRe author aptly takes as an Illustration 
the fixed property of a railroad as analogous 
to capital, and its rolling stock as analogous 
to money. He points out that the raiiroad 
company which should increase its car equip- 
ment beyond the possible requirements of 
traffic would not be more foolish than those 
who want to enlarge the volume of money re- 
gardiess of capital. He says that by maki 
money of doubtful stability we drive capi 
away from thecountry, definite standards of 
weights and measures being absolutely 
essential to trade and commerce, and a deff. 
nite mouey measure equally so. He says that 
if Congress should enact that twenty inches 
be the equivalent of thirty-six inches, 
so that measurements made by a yard 
stick of either length would be 
an equivalent legal tender, such an act would 
be no more absurd than the monetary law 
which 3 ay mye . silver dollar to be the 
Cquivaient im value of a gald dollar.

WANT or CONFIDENCE SEEN IN 
SMALL VOLUME OF SPEOULATION. 


Grain Prices Continue to Sag and the Pre- 
vailing Opinion, Despite Government 
Reports. Is That the Yield Will Exceed 
Predictions=Falling Of in Failures= 
Good Weather Stimulates Farm Work 
Large Number of Men IdlemReview of 
the Week's Trade and Speculation, 

New Vonk, May 11.—R. G. Dun & Co.’s 
Weekly Review of Trade, which issues tomor- 
row, says: 

The speculation in grain has again broken 
records with the lowest price ever made for 
wheat, although Western receipts are a little 
sinaller than a year ago, while exports are 
also smaller by more than a- quarter. The 
provuiling belief is that the yield will, as in 
other nt years, fart exceed government 
indicaflons, which are again pointing to a 
short crop. Corn has changed in price but 
little and pork products have been fairly 
steady, with oil and coffee unchanged, but 
cotton is weaker in tone, although receipts 
from plantations are a little smaller than a 
year ago. It is a striking evidence of the gen- 
eral want of confidence that there is so little 
speculation while money is abundant almost 
beyond precedent. 

„One large failure about doubled the ag- 
gregute of liabilities for firms failing in the 
week ending May 3, which otherwise wouid 
have been quite small, but were $2,922,704. 
The number and the general average of lia- 
bilities are still encouragingly shrinking. For 
four weeks of April the liabilities reported 
were $8,826,862, of which $3,687,220 were 
of manufacturing and $4,677,699 of trading 
concerns. For the last week the failures were 
206 in the United States, against 257 last 
year, and forty-two in Canada, against twenty. 
three last year,’ with none of especial im- 
portance, although four bank failures are in- 
eluded.“ 

Farm Work Stimulated, 

Bradstreet’s review of the state of things ta- 
morrow will say: 

** Prolonged warm weather has stimulated 
farm work as well as sales in seasonable lines 
of merchandise, but renewed tariff unvertain- 
ty tends to prolong the period durmg which 
merchants will continue to buy for actual 
needs only, evidences of which fact have ap- 
peared. Bank clearings this week amount to 
$903,000,000, a decrease of 5.5 per cent 
from the week before (which showed an in- 
crease) and a decrease of 84 per cent com- 
pared with the second week of May last year, 
when total clearings were among the largest 
on record. 

The great coal miners’ strike has been ex- 
tended in the Far West and in portions of Mary- 
land and the Virginias, and this has been fol- 
lowed by an increase in the number of indus- 
trial shutdowns due to increasing searcity of 
fuel. Not far from 175.000 men are re- 
ported idle in the coal trade alone, and wit 
those idle or on strike in other lines the tota 
out of work is not less than 225,000, De- 
struction of property has been a feature of the 
goal strike in Pennsylvania and Alabama. 
The Pennsylvania and the Baltimore and Ohio 
railroads are reported confiscating coa! in 
transit. It is suggested to ship Duluth’s ex- 
cess stocks of coal to Chicago to relieve the 
fuel famine. 

‘*Scatcity of Bessemer pig has caused a 
sharp advance and billets as well are higher, 
but increased demand is based on prospective 
scarcity due to lack of fuel. Western pro- 
ducers report firmness of soft steel and mills 
supplied with ordets for several months. 
Shapes and plates are firmer. but in the face 
of this foundry irons in instances are weaker 
in price. A potent influence favoring higher 
quotations for pig-iron, based on the coal and 
coke strike, is the reduction in output within 
six weeks of about one-third and a prospect 
for an extension of restricted production, 

A significant evidence of the condition of 
general trade is found in the report of gross 
railway eatnings during April, which shows a 
heavier decrease from the total in .the like 
month last year thau any preceding month 
since Jan. 1. 14.3 per cent. Increased rail- 
way ‘earnings last month compared with 
April, 1808, are few and trifling. Total 
gtoss earnings for April, this year, by 118 
companies are $80.000,000, aguinst 634. 
000,000 last year. For four months of 1894 

ross earnings amount to $128,000,000, a 

ecrease from the corresponding total last 
year of 13.4 per cent. Pacific railroad com- 
panies share heaviest decreases and trunk 
linos the smallest. 

Wheat Prices Sag. 

“Even an unexpectedly bullish crop report 
by the Agricultural Department failed to 
stimulate wheat prices in the face: of .excess- 


Live Argentine and ＋ ew shipments, in- 


creased supplies in and afloat for Europe, and 
heavy stocks in the United States. xports 
of wheat, both coasta, United States, and 
Canada, this week continue in fair volume, 
2,815,762 bushels, compared with 2,773,000 
bushels last year; 2,712,000 bushels in the 
second week of May last year, 3,621,000 
bushels in the like week 1892, and 1,041,000 
bushels in 1891. 

Philadelphia reports prospects in textile 
manufacturing lines as unfavorable and 
prices unsatisfactory, Buyers in Baltimore 
take for needs only, although metchants are 
discounting May bills better than expected. 
In Eastern markets demand for wool is quiet 
and sales small, but broken stocks te to 
sigedy quotations. 

General trade remains dull, as does busi- 
ness in manufacturing lines at Buffalo, Cleve- 
land, Detroit, Cincinnati, Louisville, Milwau- 
kee, Minneapolis, and Omaba, except that at 
the last-named more activity is reported in 
dry goods and hardware. Favorable crop 

rospects and activity in agricultural lines 
ee checked trading by country merchants. 
At Chicago also there are decreased volumes 
of sales with jobbers in dry goods, millinery, 
and clothing, while the natural result due to 
spring trade being completed and autumn 
trading not having made itself felt is felt at 
St. Louis. At Kansas City trade in staple 
lines is fairly good and crop prospects are ex- 
cellent, but at St. Paul the volume of business 
is small compared with previous years, 

There is an improvement in jobbers’ sales 
of groceries and among builders at Duluth, 
where the ore miners’ strike is ended, yet 
lake navigation continues dull. Wheat pros- 
pects in Eastern San Joaquin Valley, Cal., 
are less favorable than last week, Only two 
ships for wheat loading are available at San 
Francisco. Charleston, Atlanta, Chattanooga, 
Augusta, New Orleans, Galveston, and Nash- 
ville all report little or nochange in trade 
circles within a week, and at most of these 
cities business is quiet. The volume of trade 
at Jacksonville is decreasing and drought 
threatens the strawberry and melon crops in 
that vicinity. The Alabama coal strike fur- 
ther depresses trade at Birmingham.“

DISTINCT COMPANIES, 
NORTH OHIOAGO RAILWAY HAS No 


| ELEVATED RAILROAD INTEREST.

Mr. Yerkes Says the Companies Are Abso- 
lutely Separate and That None of the 
North Side Surplus Will Go Into Ele- 
vated Railroad Construction- Division 
of That Surplus Has Not Been Consid- 
ered = Diamond Match Manipulation 
Said to Be Clumsily Done, 

„% There is no connection, directly or indi- 
rectly, between the North Chicago Street rail- 
road company and the Northwestern Elevated 
railroad company,“ said Charles T. Yerkes 
yesterday. Not one dollar of the surplus of 
the North Chicago Street railroad company 
has been or will be used in the construction 
of an elevated road. There will be no distri- 
bution of elevated railroad securities in lieu 
In short, there is no connec- 


tion between the two corporations. Person- 
ally, 1am merely an individual stockholder, 
with many others, in the Northwestern Ele- 
vated, and I am not the directing spirit. Mr. 
Lauderbeck is the man who is building the 
Northwestern Elevated railway.“ 

This is the first official statement that the 
public has had in regard to the connection be- 
tween these two corporations, and it will set 
at rest a great deal of idle speculation that 
has been indulged in, The fact that the dis- 
tribution of this North Side surplus has been 
so long delayed led to the pretty general be- 
lief that it was to go into the elevated enter- 
prise. Of course, there is no denying that the 
two corporations will be under friendly manage- 
ments, but Mr. Yerkes’ statements were sweeping 
and emphatic on the point of there being no act- 
ual merging of the interests of the two compa- 


nies. 

Atthe annual meeting of the North Chicago 
Street railroad company in January Mr. Yerkes 
said in reply to an inquiry from a stockholder 
that the North Side surplus would be distributed 
when the financial outlook became clearer. He 
was asked yesterday if the financial stringency 
had not passed away sufficiently now that money 
is down to 2 per cent to allow the distribution of 


this surplus. : 

„The distribution of the North Side surplus 
has never come up before the directors since the 
annual meeting,” Mr. Yerkes said. “ There is a 
surplus there and it belongs to the stockholders. 
I have been pretty busy on other things, how- 
ever, and haven't thought much about distribut- 
ing it. I have made no recommendations and the 
board has not discussed the matter. 

This leaves the situation so far as North Side 
stockholders are concerned just where it was at 
the time of the annual meeting.

There is to be ‘electric construction, of course, 
and undoubtedly that is where the money will 
go, while the stockholders will get securities in 
some form or other, probably in the shape of 
stock. 

The mystery in the Diamond Match situation 
still remains unsolved. There is a growing sus- 
picion, however, that the mystery, if it were 
uncovered, would be found to merely an en- 
dea vor of some of the insiders to get the public 
to buy some of their holding on an advancing 
market. That the * has been baldly manip- 
ulated is notorious. orse than that, in the eyes 
of a speculator, the work has n clumsily 
done, for half the brokers an the floor appeared 
to be in the deal, and most of them were talking 
about it. and everyone has believed that many of 
the recent transactions were mere wash trades, 
The bull view of the situation is that insiders are 
heavy buyers and that somesort of mysterious aid 
is to come from the tariff bill at Washington. The 
insiders have bought some stock, but it is an 
open question if they have not sold more. They 
have bought it on an advancing market and have 
strewn broadcast tips on the advance. A legiti- 
mate market for a dividend paying stock in a 
time of such easy money as the present does not 

uire the kind of manipulation that has been 
going on in this stock. That these manipulators 
can advance the price is unquestioned, and in- 
deed the probability is quite strong that they 
will advance it some ways beyond present quo- 
tations ; but if appearances are not extremely de- 
ceitful, itis an advance which is being worked 
to sell out on, and the r who take 
straight tips to buy will ultimately be 
sorry for it. To all qutward 2 — the 
company is doing well.

Kansas 
bankers have received a circuiar forbidding 
them to sign notes — gyre themselves to pay 
anything except legal tender of the United 
States. His position is based on a State statute. 
Hold notes have never been in much favor with 
Chicago banks and they have not demanded that 
borrowing banks sign such notes. The New York 
banks have frequently inserted the gold clause, 
though they have themselves declined to 
bound to deliver gold and have refused to open 
gold accounts. 

‘The right of the New York Stock Exchange to 
sell a member's seat is to be passed upon judi- 
cially.

THE PASSAGE OF THE GERRY MANDER. 

The Democrats protested against the suit 
begun at Danville to test the constitutionality 
of their gerrymandered apportionment, They 
said they were taken by surprise. They 
claimed the Republicans were trying to get a 
snap judgment on them. They alleged that 
they were not given time to discuss the im- 
portant questions involved and they appealed 
to the Republicans to give them a fair show. 
The Republicans have done more than they 
could have been obliged to. They consented 
last Saturday to a postponement of the hear- 
ing of the case till day after tomorrow. They 
need not have conceded that time, but they 
did so because their opponents begged so piti- 
fully for it. 

How much time did the Democrats give the 
Republicans when the apportionment bill 
was under consideration in the House? What 
kind of a fair show was given the minor- 
ity then? The House journal furnishes some 
curious but incomplete information on that 
point. 

The Democrats had discovered that their 
first apportionment bill was worthless because 
of the omission of Riverside. Another bill 
was put through’ the Senate. According to 
the journal immediately after the opening of 
the morning session of June 7 the Secretary 
of the Senate announced the passage of a 
bill to apportion the State into Senatorial dis- 
| tricts and asked for the concurrence of the 
House therein. Whereupon the bill was 
‘placed in the order of Senate bills on first 
| reading. Then according to the journal— 

Mr. Morris, as a privileged request, asked to 
have Senate bill No. 422 taken up and read at 
large a first time now. 

Whereupon said Senate bill No. 422, a bill for 
“an act toapportion the State of IIlinois into 
Senatorial districts and to repeal certain acts 
therein named, was taken up and read at large 


a first time, and ordered referred to the Com- 
mittee on Senatorial Apportionment. 


Does it not seem strange that the Repub- 
licans should have consented unanimously’ to 
the advancement one step ofa bill to which 
every one of them was opposed? This is all 
the more astonishing when it appears from 
the vote on adjournment taken shortly after 
the reference of the bill that there were pres- 
ent seventy-five Republicans and only seventy- 
three Democrats. How thoughtful of the 
interests of their adversaries the Republicans 
must have been to let them move up their bill 
a step when it was in their power to prevent 
it by refusing to suspend the rules. 

Something happened about the time the 
reading. of the bill was begun which the 
journal fails to state. The Republicans knew 
nothing of Mr. Morris’ * privileged request 
till the Clerk began reading the bill. They 
did not object to the request because they did 
not hear it. When they learned what the 
Speaker had done there arose a most pro- 
digious din.“ Such was the tumult and con- 
fusion that it was impossible to. do business 
and the House adjourned. 

The journal for the following day, June 8, 
states that the Committee on Senatorial Ap- 

portionment reported back the bill, and then 
proceeds: 


The report of the committee was adopted. and 
the bill was ordered to a second reading. : 

Mr. Black, as a privileged request, asked to 
have said Senate bill No. 422 taken up and read 
at large a second time now. 

Whereupon said Senate bill was taken up and 
read at large a second time, and there being no 
amendments and the question now being shall 
the bill be ordered to a third reading, it was de- 
cided in the affirmative. 


This shows singular apathy on the part of 
the Republicans. Not one of them, if the 
journal is to be believed, objected to the 
granting of this “‘ privileged request.“ Not 
one of them had an amendment to offer to a 
bill to which they were all opposed. They 
seem to have consented to its being taken up 
out of its order. They seem to have waived 
their rightto discuss it and offer amendments 
to it, and to have cared so little about it as to 
let-it go to third reading without saying a 
word, 


Republican members had no opportunity to 
say whether they would or would not consent 
to the taking up of the bill out of ita order, 
no opportunity to offer amendments or to 
state their objections to the measure, They 
had no more to do with what went on in the 
House about that time than if they had been 
in Chicago of Cairo. The Speaker took the 
matter entirely into his own hands, and acted 
as if the Republican members had no rights. 
He was determined to bully through the ger- 
rymander and he did it. 

On the 9th of June, according to the 
journal— 


Mr. Black, as a privileged request, called up 
Sehate bill No. 422 and asked to have the same 
taken up and read at large.a third time now. 
whereupon said Senate bill was taken up and 
read at large a third time. 

And the question now being shall this bill 
pass,” it was decided in the affirmative by the 
following vote: Yeas, 77; nays, 74. 


Those voting in the affirmative were Demo- 
crats; those in the negative Republicans. It 
appears, if the journal is an authority, that 
these Republicans did not find their tongues 
till the very last minute; that they did not ob- 
ject to the taking up of the bill for third read- 
ing, out of its order, any more than they had 
objected to its consideration on the preceding 
days. As usual the journal does not state the 
case truthfully. The Republicans were not 
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everything and ignored the Republicans and 
their rights. 

The bill was put through the House in three 
days. The journal indicates that it was done 
by common consent, The fact is that it was 
done by outrageous parliamentary rulings 
which muzzled the minority. They were not 
allowed to offer an amendment or even to 
say a word about a measure of such impor- 
tance, 

That was the way in which the Democrats 
passed their bill, and yet now they are com- 
plaining that the Republicans are not giving 
them a chance to defend the bill they passed 
in such a Jawless manner. It would be no 
tore than they deserve if they had to take a 
dose of their own medicine. but the Repub- 
licaus, instead of doing by the Democrats as the 
Democrats did by them, have granted them the 
time they asked for and given them abundant 
opportunity to make their speeches ia defense 
of their gerrymander. What a difference there 
is between the courtesy shown by the Repub- 
licans and the violence and brutality shown 
by the Democrats when they think they are 
uppermost.

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CHICAGO GRAIN WAREHOUSING. 

The majority report of the committee ap- 
pointed by the Chicago Board of Trade to in- 
vestigate the business methods of the men 
who conduct the public grain elevators of 
this city covers the ground outlined in Tun 
Trrpune a few days ago, It calls attention 
to the fact that 19 millions out of the 32 
million bushels of elevator capacity in the 
city is connected with private cleaning houses, 
that all of the warehousemen buy grain, di- 
rectly or indirectly, both here and in the coun- 
try while having the property of others in 
their custody, and expresses the bpinion that 
it would be in the direction of sound public 
policy and good business morals to pass an 
emendment to the law strictly prohibiting the 
proprietors of warehouses of class A from 
being directly or indirectly engaged in the 
grain business on their own account, 

The report specifies numerous irregularities 
of practice which it would be well to 
eliminate, if possible. Among these are the 
taking back into bins, containing a named 
grade, grain which has been rejected by the 
inspectort as not belonging to that grade, the 
lack of inspector supervision of grain while 
in the elevators, the putting of the ‘nost 
desirable parcels of grain into special bins 
without correspondingly marking the receipts 
issued against them, the use of special bin 
grain for delivery on contracts calling for 
„regular, and the holding of large quantitiés 
of grain fpr storage charges, the result of this 
being that grain is held in store here too long 
for its own good or the good of the general 
trade. 

It may be taken for granted that when a 
custodian of the property of other people 
trades in the same kind of property on his 
own account and is able to manipulate for his 
own benefit that which does not belong to 
him he has a standing temptation to do 
wrong. The average man cannot be trusted 
to resist the temptation unless it be minim. 
ized by fear of the law. In the case of the 
packers, who store property for others while 
buying end selling for themselves, this manip- 
ulation is checked by the fact that the identi- 
ty of each parcel of stored property is pre- 
ser ved. Each lot is marked, so that a given 
warehouse receipt stands against that and 
no other, and is satistied only by 
the delivery of that particular lot 
of property. Hence there is no trou- 
ble. But the warehouse law gives 
to the proprietor of a grain elevator the right 
to mix parcels of grain belonging to different 
parties, and on presentation of a receipt to 
deliver out a parcel that may not contain a 
single kernel that was in the lot against which 
the receipt was issued. The warehouseman 
who buys grain or cleans it on his own ac- 
count is able to put into the pot the very 
poorest that will pass muster as in a named 
grade and keep out of it the best parcels to 
be placed in a special bin and sold for his 
own advantage at a premium over the price 
for regular.“ If he does this, and many 
members of the board feel confident it 
done, the business is tapped to the disadvan- 
tage of the average selier in the country and 
of all receivers who do not enjoy the high 
privilege of connection with an elevator, 
while the average of the grade is depressed so 
much as to lower the market from the price 
it would stand at but for the letting down of 
the property to the lowest possible point suffi- 
cient to pass muster with the inspector. 

Apparently the feeling on the board is very 
strong in regard to this. A milk and water 
proposition that the warehousemen be con- 
ferred with to see what they were willing to 
do in the matter was the signal for putting 
in circulation a document which received 
fully four hundred signatures yesterday. The 
signers demand that after the close of June 
no grain warehouse shall be“ regular the 
proprietors of which shall be engaged direct- 
ly or indirectly in the business of buying or 
selling, receiving or shipping. or cleaning or 
mixing grain passing into or out of the ele- 
vator in question. This will bring the mat- 
ter up squarely and tairly for a ballot vote 
by the whole board. That vote is expected 
to determine whether the grain trade of Chi- 
cago shall be purified along the lines laid 
down in Toledo some five years ago, or con- 
tinue to be afflicted with a parasitica! growth 
which many believe is sucking the life blood 
of the business for the emolument of a few, 
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ALLEGED ARMOR PLATE FRAUDS. 

Another story of fraud upon the govern- 
ment by the authorities of the Carnegie mills 
is now in the air, and if it be true it is more 
important than the reports of defective armor 
plates, as it will cast further suspicion upon 
the structural strength of some of the new 
vessels. The new fraud is alleged in the affi- 
davit of William F. Brown, a Carnegie work- 
man, who declares to the naval department 
under oath that upon orders from the fore- 
men and superintendents at Homestead he 
imposed upon the government inspectors 
large numbers of imperfect bolts, screws, 
nuts, and washers for thearmor plates. He 
says that some of these had been rejected and 
thrown away as worthless, that some were too 
large and some too small, and that all sorts 
of tricks were resorted to to cover up these 
defects. 

The affidavit-of Brown, following so closely 
upon the reports of fraudulent plates, and the 
statements of Carnegie Workman Buck that 
he was ordered by his superiors to fool gov- 
ernment inspectors by juggling with the test- 
ing machines, at least demand close investi- 
gation by Congress. It is not safe to assert 
that the charges are true because these men 
say so. It must be taken into account that 
they are discharged employés, and therefore 
informers. It must.be further taken into ac. 
count that these men have very questionable 
ideas of morality if they obeyed such orders 
and then had nothing to say about it until 
they were discharged after the strikes. At the 
same time, however, the situation is such as 
to demand investigation, and perhaps a more 
thorough one than the Naval Board is likely 
to make. Mr. Meiklejohn of Nebraska al- 
ready has offered an amendment to the naval 
appropriation bill providing in substance for 
a Congressional investigation of all armor 
plate and appurtenances made and delivered 
by the Carnegie company in 1890 and in 


previous ones. The Speaker attended to | 


1893, with the view of further deducting ex- | 


cess of damages from any payment due from 
the government to the steel company. Such 
an investigation at least can do no harm, and 
it can be easily ascertained to what extent 
these-affidavits have been made as a species of 
revenge against the company by discharged 
strikers. Before making any further appro- 
priations Congress should thoroughly inves- 
tigate these stories of fraud, which are becom- 
ing unpleasantly frequent, and the committee 
of investigation should be an unbiased one. 


HATCH’S “PRODUCE GAMBLING.” 

“Farmer Hatch still is at work on his 
scheme for “regulating” the produce busi- 
ness of the American people. He has got 
hold of the idea, or the idea has got hold of 
him, that in some way or other he can reduce 
the number of sellers ot produce without 
lessening that of buyers. To this end he pro- 
poses to render it impossible to sell short 
in our markets, whether by domestic opera- 
tors or by “ foreign merchants for the purpose 
of insuring them against possible losses on 
purchases of Indian, Egyptian, South Ameri- 
can, Australian, and Russian produce.“ He 
absurdly claims that the law of supply and de- 
mand now is inoperative, and that by restor- 
ing what he calls free action’’ a measure of 
relief will be given, and prosperity partially 
restored to the American farmer. So he has 
prepared a bill which he says will provide that 
every contract made for future delivery of the 
articles of produce named in it shall be ter- 
minated by an actual delivery and not an 
evasive or simulative one of the commodities 
sold. He says under his bill the seller only 
is reached, and this is right. He is the one 
who supplies the demand. It should be the 
privilege of every one to buy, and every buy- 
er is the direct friend of the purchaser, for he 
buys with the hope of sustaining and advanc- 
ing the market.” 

The report in which Col. Hatch extols his 
bill to the skies 1s fall of contradictions. It 
claims that the producers number 40 per cent 
of the people and then professes a desire to do 
the greatest good to the greatest number, 
there being an entire ignoring of the self- 
evident fact that the more the producer gets 
for his property the more the consumer must 
pay for it. The report asserts the right and 
an intention to limit trading, while it declares 
that no legitimate factor in commerce will 
be embarrassed by the provisions required in 
the terminal contracts.“ It claims to be in 
favor of common fairness, yet especially 
admits the aim to be the protection of the 
buyer of property while visiting on 
the seller alone any ‘punishment that 
may be due under the operation 
of the proposed law. It refers to ‘* vouch- 
ers for property as the basis for ‘‘ specula- 
tive gambling.“ as if any other than old 
plans and methods of trading necessarily are 
bad. By thesame rule he might condemn 
the use of bank checks and certificates of de- 
posit and even bank bills, all of which are 
vouchers for money as the warehouse re- 
ceipt is for grain or other produce. The au- 
thor of the report seems to think the farmer 
would be benefited if these certificates for 
produce could not be issued and exchanged at 
will and if the big cities where that issuing 
and exchanging are done were in some way 
liminated from the business. With equal 
force he might declaim against the bank as 
against the warehouse and insist on all trades 
being made over the pile,“ while nothing 
but specie was paid for the property. 

If Mr. Hatch were anythiug better than a 
mental fossil he would see that the depression 
of prices of which he complains is due to in- 
creased competition among sellers of the act- 
ual property, who now produce more and 
more cheaply than they did a few years ago, 
while the costs of transportation have been 
enormously reduced from what they were 
when he was young. He would know that the 
cheapening of transportation has opened up 
vast areas of land in this and otner countries 
the produce of which used to have only a lo- 
cal market if any, and that his remedy is cal- 
culated to do more harm than good to the 
class he professes a wish to benefit, As it is 
be probably will keep on blundering along 
the line he has marked out for himself till 
death or the people get tired of his foolish 


bluster and retire him from the scene, 
— — : 
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DEBTS OF CENTRAL PACIFIC, 

Charles H. Tweed, counsel for the Central 
Pacific road, has submitted to the House 
Committee on Pacific Railroads figures show- 
ing the present indebtedness of the company 
to the government. It includes 28 millions 
of principal and some 35 millions of unpaid 
interest. The aided portion of the road is 
about 860 miles and there are several unaid- 
ed portions of the system in California not 
subject to the government lien, on all of 
which there is a specific mortgage. The whole 
system is under lease to the Southern Pacific. 
The Central has been under lease since 1885, 
at first at an annual rental of $1,200,000 ana 
then at $1,360,000 in excess of its fixed 
charges. There has been a deficit in the earn- 
ings each year since 1887, when it was more 
than $100,000. In answer to a question why 
the company had not made any provision to 
pay the annual interest Mr. Tweed said when 
the construction of the line was authorized it 
was thought the charges for transportation 
would be sufficient to pay the interest as it 
accrued, but the calculation was made on the 
basis of what the government expenditures 
for transportation were before the road was 
built. It also was intended that 5 per cent of 
the net earnings should be retained as a por- 
tion of the sinking fund. None of these ex- 
pectations had been fulfilled. 

This exhibit by the counsel illustrates the 
action of the big four stockholders of the 
Central Pacific in directing the revenues of 
the road into their own pockets and letting 
the government lien stand unpaid and unpro- 
tected. They played the same trick that was 
resorted to in the case of the Union Pacific 
line. They gave no lien on the Sacramento 
terminal, but made the lien to commence 
a dozen miles up the track, at no town, as the 
Union Pavific sharps did with the Omaha ter- 
minal. In thisand in other ways they so 
arranged matters that they could scoop into 
their own pockets ail the profits and léave 
the government to foot the bills, it having the 
least possible security for the repayment of 
the money advanced as principal and subse- 
quently paid out for interest which should 
have been paid from the current receipts. 

There really is only one thing for the gov- 
ernment todo in this business. That is to 
clean out the whole lot, prosecute them for 
diversion of the revenues of the road, and 
seize on all the branches and extensions which 
have been constructed out of the earnings of 
the two main lines. This course would be 
simple justice to all concerned, as the actions 
ofthe companies have been manifestly and 
grossly fraudulent from first to last in all 
their contracts and dealings. The property 
belongs of right to the people, who have had 
to foot the bi'ls. The men who induced the 
government to guarantee the work not only 
have not paid what they agreed to pay, but 
have made no effort to do so. On the 
contrary, their policy uniformly has 
been to avoid payment, retain as their 
own all that came into their hands, and let 
the whole cost be paid by the Nation. The 
millions thus accumulated no more belong 
to them or their heirs than does the money 
embezzled from a bank belong to the official 
who has looted that institution. To allow 
them to go scot-free with the booty in their 
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possession not only would bea great pecu- 
niary wrong to the American people, but de- 
moralizing in its effects by indicating to 
lesser thieves how they may escape punish- 
ment by making their nefarious operations of 
colossal magnitude. : 


HITTING AT THE NORTHERN FARMERS. 

The preset tariff law admits free of duty 
all raw sugar. There is a duty of half a cent 
a pouad on refined sugar and a tenth of a 
cent extra on the refined sugars shipped from 
countries which pay a bounty to the manu- 
facturer. Thecompromise tariff of the Senate 
Democrats imposes a duty of 40 per cent ad 
valorem on raw sugar and an eighth of a cent 
additional on the refined article. It provides 
also that sugar, whether raw or refined, the 
product of any country which at the time of 
export pays directly or indirectly a bounty on 
the export thereof, shall pay a duty of a tenth 
of a cent a pound in addition to the above 


According to the dispatches the German 
Government is not viewing with pleasure this 
proposed change in the law. The German 
sugar manufacturer still gets a bounty, 
though it is not as large as it was and will 
cease entirely in a few years. The present 
discriminating duty on refined sugar has not 
troubled the Germans in the least, for even if 
that discrimination did not exist they 
could not undersell the American refin- 
ers. The Germans availed themselves giadly, 
however, of the opportunity to send their raw 
beet sugar here free. Last year the United 
States took over 200,000,000 pounds of beet 
sugar from Germany. A discriminatmg duty 
of a tenth ofa cent a pound would turn the 
scales and close this market to the Germans. 

Hence the German Government is talking 
of retaliation. If it adopts that policy it can 
injure American producers of articles which 
Germany can get from other countries as well 
as from this. Discriminating duties on Amer- 
ican meats and breadstuffs would close to 
American ranchmen and farmers markets 
which are open to them now and in which they 
have disposed of large quantities of their sur- 
plus preducts. 

What is the object of the Democrats in in- 
jecting this offensive provision into their lat- 
est bili? It was not in the Finance commit- 
tee’s bill. It seems to have been an after- 
thought. Compelied to advance the duties on 
some of the products of the farm and gar- 
den, the Southern Democrats have sought to 
offset it by depriving Northern farmers of 
markets of which they have great need. This 
is the only reasonable explanation of this pro- 
posed discrimination against Germany and 
some of the other beet sugar countries. 
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SMALLPOX AND THE “SWEATSHOPS.” 
Thursday’s conference between the Health 
Com missioners of five States and a committee 
chosen by seventy representatives of the 
wholesale clothing firms of this city shows a 
united determination to do all that is possible 
to drive out the smallpox plague. The cloth- 
ing men declareemphatically that no infected 
clothing has been sent from Chicago, and are 
willing to pay all expenses under the new con- 
ditions resolved upon, which will render such 
shipments impossible. The new arrange- 
ments cover a daily inspection of the tene- 
ment houses and sweatshops in which 
clothing is made up for them, and such other 
measures as are deemed best adapted to ex- 
terminate smallpox from our midst. 

The clothing-men insisted that the manu- 
facturers of textile garments in Chicago are 
not and have not heen careless about the 
goods they send out, and that the contrary is 
true, for no manufacturer could afford to ship 
an infected garment. Some, if not all, of the 
number have had their men vaccinated and 
taken other precautions, feeling that they are 
as much interested in getting rid ot the 
smallpox as any other members of the com- 
munity can be. It is not denied that two lots 
of clothing have been confiscated because of 
the danger supposed to be lurking in them, 
but this is not likely to occur again, as even 
the most iadifferent of the employers now 
have their eyes open to the extent of the evil, 
and the new regulations would prevent a recur- 
rence of the fact, even if those making the 
shipments were careless in regard to it. 

The great majority of the wholesale cloth- 
ing men have a right to feel indignant when 
charged with the neglect of proper precau- 
tions. But in times of danger they cannot 
avoid being held resporisible to some ex- 
tent for the criminal carelessness of the 
few. They must submit cheerfuliy to 
the restrictions not needed in their own 
cases but absolutely necessary to pro- 
tect the community from a spread of the in- 
fection. In this respect they compare with 
the great majority of the packers in the Stock- 
Yards region, from whom the people are in 
no danger of getting unsound meat, but who 
have to be supervised because o wise one 
or two unprincipled men wonhld scatter the 
seeds of disease broadcast over large portions 
of the city. 

To the public the most important outcome 
of the meeting is the plan fora thorough in- 
spection and dealing with smallpox by the 
health authorities, pot only in the buildings 
where clothing is made up but elsewhere. 
The committee appointed to draft measures 
has recommended that the city be divided 
into districts containing not more than 10, 
000 people, each district to be placed, under 
the supervision of competent medical in- 
spectors, to make a house-to-house inspection, 
vaccinate within the shortest possible time all 
persons who have not been vaccinated since 
the outbreak, to see that smallpox patients be 
removed to a properly equipped and con- 
ducted hospital, and to disinfect ali houses 
and their contents where smallpox occurs. 

Doubtless these precautions will suffice to 
stamp out the smallpox. It is a pity they 
were not adopted earlier. If time had been 
taken by the forelock in handling the pest 
many valuable lives might have been saved, 
much suffering avoided, and no cause for a 
scare have existed. There is all the more 
reason to hope for the best, as smallpox 
usually rages at its worst in the winter 
months,. and the temperature is now high 
enough to eliminate one of the worst elements 
that favor the development of the disease— 
namely: the closeness of atmosphere, which 
with most people is incident to cold weather. 
If the health authorities employ only men 
who are capable and honest in carrying out 
the regulations, the next two or three weeks 
should witness the disappearance of smallpox 
from Chicago.

punity. Much to his surprise the General 
has answered back. It may be very indecor- 
ous and improper from the Altgeld point of 
view for him to do so, but he has. And what 
makes his letter all the more disagreeable is, 
he has told the truth, while. Altgeld did not. 
As long as the Governor lives in a glass houge 
—such very thin and brittle glass, too—he 
ought not to throw stones. No majesty 
hedges him in. No law prevents muscular 
stone throwers like Fitz-Simons from reply- 
ing to the Governor in kind. 


Tun unexpected strike at Pullman is a very 
foolish affair and shakes one’s confidence in 
the intelligence of the expert mechanics who 
have been employed by that company. They 


had been told the day before that their wages | 


had been cut because prices had been cut, and 


they were invited to examine the books and 


satisfy themselves that the company had been 


building cars ata loss. Instead of availing 


themselves of this opportunity 2,000 of them 
have quit work and have reduced to nothing 
the wages they complained of as being too 
small. A few freight car men threw down 
their tools first and then the others sympathet- 
ically went tumbling after. These men must 
be lacking in common-sense, They knew be- 
fore Mr. Pullman told them that other car 
manufactories have been closed for some 
time, and that thousands of men as good 
workers as they are have had nothing to do 
for months and would be glad to go to 
work at the reducei wages the strik- 
ers were getting. The worst feature of the 
whole business is that the 800 men who were 
willing to work are forced into idleness, the 
Pullman company last night deciding to shut 
down, giving as a reason that it is impossible 
to operate the works without a full comple- 
ment of workmen. Thisis a most senseless 
strike, as those engaged in it will discover be- 
fore long. Neither they nor any other set of 
men can force an employer to work at a loss. 


Neither they nor all the mechanics in the land 


can compel the restoration of a protection scale 
of wages when protection has been cut sav- 
agely by their Democratic friends.

Sm WIIIian Harcovrt’s budget proposals 
have been adopted in the House of Commons 
by a majority of fourteen, which is four more 
than the Ministers anticipated. It appears 
that all the Redmondites did not vote with 
the Tories. Only those Redmondites who 
were present voted against the government,“ 
according to the cablegrams, which indicate 
that some had grace and patriotism enough 
to absent themselves purposely. Two Liberal 
members, who are in the brewery Dusinesa, 
Evershed and McEwan, and a Liberal wine 
merchant named Beaufoy, abstained from 
voting aleo on account of the proposed ad- 
dition to the tax on beer and spirits. The 
ministerial majority under the circumstances 
was sufficiently substantial. The clauses of 
the budget bill bearing on this feature of the 
new taxation, however, will doubtless be at- 
tacked again in committee, when the govern- 
mental majority is likely to be narrower. 
The measure is likely to pass, however, in its 
present form practically, and it must be com- 
forting to the Ministers to know that it will 
not have to run the gantlet of amendment 


and obstruction in the House of Lords. The 


Peers cannot amend or in any way modify a 
„% money dill,“ or, as we would call it, au ap- 
propriation bill. The death duties pro- 
posals, as explained in the Tripunze Thursday, 
and which mark a new departure in British 
public finance, are therefore certain of adop- 
tion. There can be no retreat from them 
hereafter. Even the Tories would not at- 
tempt that. 

Ir should be part of the business of the 
present grand jury to inquire into the man- 
ner of selecting judges and clerks of election 
pursued by the Election Board. The false 
and fraudulent registration which facilitates 
the methods of repeating now being exposed 
before the grand jury is the result of appoint- 
ing crooks as judges and clerks of election. 
In hundreds of instances the appointees are 
not qualified under the statutes. In other 
cases Republican judges have been removed 
without cause immediately before registra- 
tion or election days and Democrats disguised 
as Republicans have been appointed in their 
stead. In the precincts where such appoint- 
ments have been made frauds have been com- 
mitted by the wholesale, An inquiry in rela- 
tion to these matters would be pertinent, and 
if any member of the Election Board or any 
officer of that peculiar body has acted in vio- 
lation of the law be should be indicted.

PROPOSED AGREEMENT DOES NOT 
SUIT THE SANTA FE, 


President Reinhart Thinks There Are Too 
Many Heads to the Settlement=Pro- 
Posal Made by the General Passenger 
Agents—He Is Understood to Want the 
Questions Sebarated- Curious State of 
Affairs in the Jacksonville Southeastern 
Management=Railroad Notes. 


There is but little prospect that the pro-

stood to take the position that the immigrant 
rate troubles must be settled fi t, and that 
the questions of reorganizing present 
Western Passenger Association or forming 
two :new associations—one east and one west 
of the Missouri River—and the matter of 
agreeing upon excursion rates for the sum- 
mer should be dealt with afterwards as se p- 
we propositions and must stand or fall 
upon their merits. Unless the three proposi- 
tions are separated the Atchison, Topeka and 
Santa Fé will not become a party to any new 
agreement, and on this point the Union 
Pacific is with the Santa Fé. No obstacles 
are in the way, however, to an immediate set- 
tlement of the immigrant rate troubles if the 
roads agree to separate the other proposi- 
tions. The Santa F6 is willing to settle the 
immigrant rate troubles on the basis of 
the proposition submitted to President Marvin 
Hughitt of the Chicago and Northwestern, and 
in which the Union Pacific acquiesces. This 
proposition is that the Union Pacific should 
accept 335 per cent of the San Francisco 
immigrant business instead of 36%¢ per cent 
as originally proposed, and 20 per cent of the 
Colorado business instead of nothing. The 
Santa Fe, instead of asking 33 per cent of 
the California immigrant business, will be 
satisfied with only 26% per cent, and thus 
allow the Rio Grande and its connections— 
the Missouri Pacific, Rock Isiand and Burling- 
ton—40 per cent of the business. The Union 
Pacific agrees, in the event of the adoption of 
this proposition, to direct Immigrant Agent 
McDowell to put all the business he has con- 
tracted for with the Union Pacific into the 
immigrant clearing-house at New York and 
have it made subject to the direction of Gen- 
eral Agent Pratt. 

President Reinhart of the Santa Fé con- 
siders the proposition on the part of the Sunta 


& and Union Pacific. so generous and fair to 


the other roads that he cannot perceive why 
they should object to it or couple it with any 
other 8 The competitors of the 
Santa Fé and Union Pacific in no way object 
to the proposition and consider the allotment 
of precentages satisfactory, but some of them 
are anxious to have the question of mainte- 
nance of regular rates as well as of round trip 
excursion rates settled at the same time and 
they fear if the different propositions are 
treated separately it will take some time be- 
fore a reorganization of the association will 
be effected and the demoralization in regular 
and excursion rates will continue throughout 
the summer. 

The reason why the Atchison, Topeku and 
Santa Fé refuses to accept the proposition to 
form new*associations east and west of the 
river simultaneousiy with the settlement of 
immigrant rate troubles is that it feeis while 
probably a new association east of the river 
could be formed it is extremely doubtful 
whether such an association could be estab- 
lished west of the river, owing to the difficulty 
of getting the Canadian Pacific to join such 
an organization. 
to join an association that includes lines east 
of the river, and, therefore,the Santa Fé 
could not join east of the river because its 
business interests west of the river would re- 
main unprotected, and to be able to protect 
that business was the reason why it withdrew 
from the Western Passenger Association in 
the first place. 

The indications now are that the immigrant 


rate troubles will be adjusted this week on the 


basis of the propositions named, but action 
on the other propositions will be deferred. 
Should President Reinhart’s proposition be 
rejected the Santa Fé will undoubtedly with- 
draw from the immigrant clearing-house 
agreement and join hands with the Union and 
Southern Pacific roads. Everything indicates 
that a thorough understanding now exists be. 
tween the Santa Fé, Union Pacific, and South- 
ern Pacitic roads, and there can be no doubt 
these roads are ina position to control the 
California business.

CURIOUS STATE OF AFFAIRS SHOWN. 


Jacksonville Southeastern Management Is 
Severely Criticised. 

Jacksonvitxe#, III., May 11.—[Special.]— 
Since the publication of the circular letter 
written and sent to the bondholders of the 
Jacksonville Southeastern line by its former 
President, William S. Hook, and the subse- 
quent appointment of C. H. Bosworth as re- 
ceiver of the Litchfield, Carrollton and West- 
ern railroad, which is a part of the Southeast- 
ern line, parties in this city have interested 
themselves in the affairs of the road, which, 
by the way, is looked upon as a Jacksonvilie 
institution, and have made some investigation. 
Their efforts in this line disclose a curious 
state of affairs in connection with the receiv- 
ership and which is not generally known’ by 
the public. 

Recently it was announced from Springfield 
that Judge Allen has made an order appoint- 
ing C. H. Bosworth receiver of the Litchfield, 
Carroliton and Western railroad company. 
Prior to September last the Chicago, Peoria 
and St. Louis, the Jacksonville, Louisville 
and St. Louis, the Litchfield, Carroilton and 
Western, and the Louisville and St. Louis 
formed what was known as the Jackson- 
ville Southeastern line.“ The corporations 
named were independent organizations but 
connecting with each other were advertised 
as a line.“ William 8. Hook was the 
General Manager of all the roads, having a 
mileage of about 360 miles; and for his 
services as President and General Manager he 
was allowed a salary cf $12.500 a year. In 
June, 1891, the Louisville and St. Louis was 
placed in the hands of C. H. Bosworth. The 
road, however, was operated by the old man- 
agement, Mr. Bosworth parece | the labor

A bill was filed in the Fed- 
eral Court at Springfield against the 
Chicago, Peoria and St. Louis railway and a 
receiver asked for. Neither of the other cor- 
porutions mentioned was made a party to that 
bill. But this was not a sufficient objection, 
for Judge Allen entered an order appointing 
the same—C. H. Bosworth and E. Ellery An- 
derson—receivers and directed them to take 
possession of the four roads. Soon after this 
these receivers filed a bill charging 
Mr. Hook with misapplication of the 
funds of the companies named, partic- 
ularly on account of salaries. This was 
not done, however, till Judge Allen had fixed 


a salary of $5,000 for each of these receiv-

To Increase Railroad Tax. 

CoLumsvs, O., May 11.—[Special. I- Mr. Griffin 
of Toledo today introduced in the 
the most important railroad bills of recent years. 
It creates a board to be composed of the A 
and Treasurer of the State, the Attorney-General, 
and two other persons to be appointed by the 
Governor to act as a Board of Railway Appraisers 
and Assessors. Railway companies must make 
sworn statements of all their property in detail 
and give the value of the same. The 
then apportion the valuation of property among 
the several counties to be listed for taxation as is 
other property. It is thought the bill will large 
ly increase the revenues of the State if passed. 


Gulf Road te Be Independent. 

DenveER, Colo., May 11.—The protest in the 
form of a memorial by er-Gov. Evans to Con- 
gress arguing ‘at length against the Gulf road 
being included, or authorized to be included, in 
the proposed organization of the Union Pacific 
was read before the Denver Chamber of Com- 
merce and Board of Trade. It was unanimously 
indorsed and Colorado’s Senators and Repre-

“WALKING DELEGATES” GO ON WHEELS. 


Bicycles Are Put in Service by the Strik- 
ing Painters 

A novelty in the labor union’s fights is the 
bicycle brigade of forty-eight wheeimen who 
were placed in service by the striking painters 
yesterduy. The bosses’ association had a 
number of men chasing alter their interests 
in buggies. The strike now on, which is 
being savagely contested. is in the residence 
and suburban districts. Some of the painters 


of the Strike committee, who did their work. 


on wheels, covered so much more territory 
than their unwheeled brethrer that the matter 
was presented to the Painters’ Courcil to put 
all the delegates selected to follow non-union 
men and to hunt for non-union jobs on 
wheels. Volunteers were called for from 
among the expert wheelmen of the 
various unions. From Union No. 194, 
which meets at Milwaukee and Ashland 
avenues, eight men reported at headquarters 
with their wheels, From Union No. 147, 
which meets at No. 199 Randolph street, 
fifteen members reported. Seven members 
of Union No. 191, the meeting place of which 
is at the new Turner Hall on State street near 
Thirty-first, reported forduty on their wheels, 
and ten men from Union No. 184, which 
meets At Sixty-third and Halsted streets, En- 
glewood, appeared at headquarters with their 
bicycles. The council then bought eight new 
wheels at $35 each. They secured reduced 
rateson them. They were mounted by ex- 
pert riders from the various unions. None 
but those accustomed to the wheeis were sent 
out. The work done the first day was very 
satisfactory. The wheelmen covered four 
times the amount of territory that they had 
been accustomed to do without the wheels, 
There is no mark of distinction worn by any 
of these wheelmen, uor are their names given 
to the press or public, for the biack- 
list in the shops of the bosses 
looms up darkly before such travelers, 
J. W. McKinney, President of the Inter- 
national Union, said last night of the new de- 
parture: The work done the first day by 
our brigade on Wheels was magnificent. The 
boys can get all around town, chase non- 
unionists, secure desired information, and 
escape from the scene if intruders want to 
question them. There is nothing like keep- 
ing abreast with modern improvements. We 
can now sail all around the non-union jobs. 
We are ahead of them and we'll keep ahead.“ 

George D. Milligan, the leader of the non- 
union boss painters, was told of the wheel 
brigade. He said: Well, we will organize a 
mule brigade. We will mount our men on 
mules. A good, husky mule can get away 
from or overtake a bicyclist.”’ 


HAWAIIANS ANXIOUS FOR A REPUBLIC, 


The Rev. Isenberg of Honolulu Talks of 
Public Sentiment There. 

A party of Honolulu people were registered 
at the Grand Pacific yesterday, comprising 
Paul Isenberg, the Rev. Hans Isenberg and 
wife, Mrs. Emma Crapp, Miss A. Jones, and 
Miss H. Strade. They spent the day viewing 
the city. The Rev. Hans Isenberg, pastor of 
the German Lutheran Church of Honolulu, 
said: “Weare Germans on our way to visit 
the old country. The islands were peaceable 
when we left them. I think a republic will be 
formed under Dole, who is an honest and able 
man. Wearein favor of a protectorate by 
the United States, but not annexation. We 
are planters and our labor is Japanese, as they 
only can work therein the heat. The labor 
laws of the United States would destroy our 
plantations, which would be impossible with- 
out Japanese labor. We look doubtfully on 
the fate of a republic, if formed, unless there 
is a protectorate, having in view the troubles 
of South American republies. I am asked 
why the natives did not rise to the support of 
the Queen. My answer is that they are too 
good natured to take so much trouble.“

FIRE INSURANCE IN ILLINOIS, 


State Superintendent Durfee’s Report for 
the Year Ending Dec. 31, 1893. 
SPRINGFIELD, III., May 11.—The report of 
Superintendent of Insurance Durfee for the 
year ending Dec. 31, 1893, has been issued. 
It shows that on that date there were 200 
companies transacting fire, marine, and in- 
land insurance business in the State. The 
financial panic reduced the amount of insur- 
ance capital available in the State by $3,373,- 
800. he number of companies domg a 
general business that have complied with the 
law is 161, eight less than shown by the re- 
port of the previous year. The net 
reported surplus of the companies 
has decreased $10,798,088. The impair- 
ment of capital last year asreported was 
$72,515. The previous year it was 8176, 
809.84. The losses in 1893 exzeeded those 
of 1892 by $3,367,587. The increase of 
premium receipis in 1898 over 1892 was 
$172,065. The fire risks written in 1893 
amounted to $1,023,006 and the marine and 
inland risks to $161,172,423, making a total 
of $1,184 178,723. The premiums received 
on fire risks amounted to $12,275,359 and 
on marine risks to $821,540, making a total 
of $13,096,900. Fire, marine, and inland 
losses incurred amounted to $7,851,356. 


After Taxes from Insurance Companies. 

CoLumsvs, O., May 11.—[{Special.]—An impor- 
tant insurance bill by Mr. Lawler passed the 
Senate. It requires assessors to list all life in- 
surance policies, giving the amount of the pre- 
miums, to what company paid, and througli what 
agency. The object is to secure information rel- 
ative to the notes and other securities which 
may be held by insurance companies and which 
are concealed from taxation. 


Assessment of Members Necessary. 


RockForpD, III., May 11.—{Special. I The local 
members of the Masonic Mutual Insurance com- 
pany are considerably exercised at present. A 
representative from the head office was here and 
apprised the members that under the new State 
law the company must have a reserve fund of 
$29,000 to pay up back death claims. To raise 
this a levy of $25 on each member is necessary, 
and this some of them do not feel able to afford. 


Commission Reductions in New England. 


The special Committee on Commissions in New 
England appointed by the exchange has issued 
a circular to companies recommending t com- 
missions in New England outside of Boston be 
made uniformly 15 per cent and brokerages 10 
per cent, and that in the City of Boston all broker. 
ages be made 10 per cent.

PRESIDENT AYER TALKS OF TREASURES, 


Antiquities from Egypt and Rome for Field 
Columbian Museum<On Location, 

Edward E. Ayer, President of the Field 
Columbian Museum, reached home from 
abroad yesterday morning and in a short time 
will be prepared to enrich the museum with 
an extensive and rare collection of Egyptian 
curios, After an absence of three months, 
most of which time was spent in the land of 
the Nile hunting valuable relics, Mr. Ayer ex- 
pressed himself as feeling somewhat weary of 
much travel and glad to be back. However, 
he considers his trip one of much success, in- 
asmuch es, through the generosity of several 
wealthy Chicagoans, he was enabled to pur- 
chase many antiquities which otherwise would 
probably never have been brpught to Chicago. 

In speaking of his journey he said that he 
went direct to Cairo and upon his arrival 
there secured the assistance of Bachs Bey. 
Curator of the famoue Gehirez Museum, in 
obtaining many. genuine and valuable treas- 
ures which could not otherwise have been se. 
cured. On the way over members of the 
Fuerst Bismarck party made up a liberal 

urse and gave it to Mr. Ayer; consequently 

© was quite well supplied with money to 
spend in the purchase of relics. Mr. Hibbard 
donated $165 for the acquisition of bronzes 
alone, while Messrs. Gage, Scott, Booth, Win- 
ston, Lombard, Hamiiton, and Burroughs 
donated $1,000 to be expended for whatever 
suited his fancy. _ Mr. Ryerson was with Mr. 
prt good portion of the time. Mr. Ayer 


Among other things we secured twenty 
well-preserved mummies and twenty-tive 
canopic 2 which in themselves will bea 

reat addition to the museum. We also 

ought 100 alabaster jars and alot of fine 
old textile fabrics; also a collection of beads 
and some wonderfully unique jewelry taken 
from the tombs of Kings. One of the most 
interesting purchases we made was that of a 
collectica of Egyptian utensil bronzes, guar- 
anteed to us to be the best of the kind now in 
existence, In all we expended $6,000. In 
Rome we picked up seventy-five beautiful 
specimens of ancient bronze utensils. From 
Rome we went to Paris and made a study of 
antiquities there; thence to London, Liver- 
pool, and home.”’ 

With reference to the question of a perma- 
nent location for the Columbian Museum Mr. 
Ayer said: The Lake-Front would be the 
best place were it not for the smoke and dirt. 
Men who have made museum work a life 
study assure me that the dirt would be disas- 
trous, n the matter of selecting the 
Lake- Front should be carefully —.— be- 
fore a decision is reached. The land question 
must also be taken iato consideration, for if a 
new building isto be erected we would re- 
quire twice as much space as the present 
building occupies. In my opinion either Jack- 
son or Union Park is the only availabie 
site, and there should be little hesitation in 
choosing between them. Jackson Park ig by 
far the most advantageous. With the trans- 
portation facilities it is nearer the heart of the 
city than any other park. 


SCHOOL FOR PRACTICAL ELECTRICIANS. 


Charter for Its Foundation Taken Out at 
SpringfieldeIts Aim. 

Electric installation men, hause wirers, 
moter men, light fitters, and practical elec- 
trical workers and artisans generally located 
in this city are interested in the project of 
founding a school of practical and theoretical 
electricity, membership in which to be re- 
stricted to themselves. A charter has been 
taken out at Springfield for the Association 
of Practical Electricians, and an organization 
has been formed with a membership of thir- 
ty. The officers are: President, G. Sanford; 
Vice-President, George H. Jacob; Treasurer, 
H. C. Lamb; Recording Secretary, John L. 
Hagedon; Financial Secretary, George Fer- 
rar. The Board of Directors consists of 
the above officers and John McCosh, 
J. H. Wileon, and Frank P. Butz. 
The object of the association, as described by 
President Sanford, is to establish an academy 
in a hall to be secured, equipped with Blec- 
trical apparatus illustrative of thatin use in 
nearly every field, and to arrange a regular 
course of study covermg a period of four 
years. The curriculum, it is intended, shall 
chiefly cover practical work, such as the in- 
stallation of electrical equipment and the 
operation of electrical machinery. But it is 
proposed to instruct in the theory of electric- 
ity. and the development of its mysteries 
which are made year by year by men who 
pass their lives within the four walls of labo. 
ratories, 

The school grows out of a desire to raise 
the standard of electrical workers,’’ said Pres- 
ident Sanford. We expect to secure a com- 
petent corps of instructors and to have occa- 
sional lectures from celebrated med in elec- 
trical work. Members will enter at the low- 
est grade and pass upward the same as in a 
college, if their efficiency meets the upproval 
of a board of examiners, which will be made 
up of college professors and scientists. At 
the end of the course graduates will be given 
a diploma certifying to their acquirements. 
The men who will attend this school are all 
workmen, employed during the day, so neces- 
sarily the instruction will be given at night. 
It is not our idea to attempt to turn out elec- 
trical engineers, but simply to train men who 
are workers to a better knowledge of their 
work. We believe that the diploma of a 
graduate will be a guarantee to his employers 
and the public that he is a competent man. 
The school should be self-supporting, al- 
though the dues are small. rge 
electrical companies have become in- 
terested and have promised to 
lend us apparatus until we can 
buy what we need. Other electrical organi- 
zations have promised to send lecturers. We 
shall submit our plan to the University of 
Chicago and ask that one of their experts talk 
to us oceasionally. We hope to have theschool 
in operation in a few weeks.“ The local la bor 
union of electrical workers, Mr. Sanford says, 
has manifested interest in the undertak- 
ing, and most of the officers of that union 
have become members of the association. A 
sick benefit fund is part of the association’s 
purpose, but the school is the main thing. 


SETTLERS GOING INTO SOUTH DAKOTA, 


They Are Building Fiber Millis and Other 
Profitable Industries, 

A great wave of emigration from Eastern 
and Central States to those States further 
west seems to be the marked characteristic of 
the times. The Chicago, Milwaukee and 
St. Paul railway is taking from 200 to 300 
settlers a week into South Dakota from this 
city, and the work of proselyting the country 
to induce such emigration is carried on not 
only by the railways but numerous com- 
panies organized for that purpose. 

Louis Jackson, industrial commissioner of 
the above road, said yesterday: We carried 
12,000 settlers into South Dakota in 1893, 
all Americans, and exclusive of foreigners. 
Three hundred farmers were taken out last 
week. They are settling up the artesian well 
belt and the great tract opened up by the 
government in 1889. The latter tract 
is now generally settled for sixty miles 
west of the Missouri River. The 
artesian well tract comprises the James River 
Valley, and extends from Aberdeen south to 
Springfield. It now has à large number of 
wells, which supply on the average about 
7,000 gallons of water a minute. These wells 
not only furnish water for irrigation but sup- 
ply motive power for all the cities, towns, 
mills, and industry. These settlers are not 
all farmers; many of them establish indus- 
tries, such as tanneries, fiber mills, grain 
mills, dairies, quarries, fruiteries, ete. The 
first fiber mill was established in Austin not 
long ago by the American Fiber Association. 


In that vicinity 300,000 tbdns of flax straw. 


had annually gone to waste. The mill was 
capitalized for $50,000, and although it has 
taken much of the straw it was found 
there was plenty of room for others. J. F. 
O’Shaughnessy of New Tork has about 
completed an orgenization with a cap- 
ital of 81.000.000 to operate twenty 
fiber mills in South Dakota, each of the same 
size as that at Austin. The fiber of flax straw 
makes the best paper and twine, We are now 
endeavoring to influence capital to establish 
a large copper refinery in Chicago to prevent 
the output of the Northern mines from goin 
all the way to Boston. I think Chicago wil 
have the refinery before long. An immense 
number of tanners are among the emigrants. 
Along the road are 3,600 square miles of 
hemlock forests, which is the cause of so 
many tanneries being established. There are 
4.320.000 cords of bark at the disposal of 
the tanners. Several hundred hardwood or 
furniture manufactories have recently been 
established in South Dakota and Wisconsin, 
and the Northwest is receiv a large emi- 
gration of such manufacturers.

The puzzle was to supply the missing letters 
in the four words and the prize was for the 
correct solution of the same. 

A member of Mr. Averill’s family saw the 
advertisemént and sent the following words in 
answer:

Nothing was said in the advertisement re- 
garding any money to be paid to the publish. 
ing company in order to gain the award, pro- 
viding the answers might be correct; on the 
contrary, the advertisement stated specifically 
that there wonld be no cost to the person 
answering. The solution to the puzzle was 
mailed the day following the appearance of 
the advertisement, Which was Jan. 14, and in 
reply a card was received which bore post- 
mark of Jan. 20. This had asa file number 
9.780 C. D. and stated that the answer had 
been turned over to Awarding 
committee, which would make a re- 

rt later as to whether it won or not. 
Award committee made its report March 

6. It came in the form ofa rather mystify- 
ingslip bearingared signal flag with the 
fi 4thereon. L. H. Perlman, Chairman 
of the committee, certified that-the color sig- 
nal indicated the award made on file number 
9.730 C. D. The reverse contained the in- 
formation that when the signal flag was red in 
color it ind.cated the success of the person 
and that all four answers were correct. At 
the same time there was received a prospectus 
of Good Fortune anda card calling for $1 
from the person addressed for a year’s sub- 
scription to that paper anda proposition that 
$4 be retained from whatever prize might be 
won for four years’ exterded subscription. 
Thus the person who received an award for 
correct answers to all the questions would 
receive $16 in cash and an ex- 
tended subscription of four years.

gold discoveries in the State of Guerrero, 
Mexico. The newly discovered mines are 
said to equal those of South Africa, and it is 
thought a thousand mines can be located in 
the new field. The Stete of Guerrero lies 
along the Pacific coast, and is south by west 
of the City of Mexico. It was created a State 
in 1849, when it had a population of 353,000, 
which in 1894 had decreased to 339,000, In 
territory the State embraces 3,564 square 
leagues or 10,692 square miles. There are 
fourteen districts and sixty-two municipalities, 
of which Chilpancingo is the capital and 
Acapulco the most important seaport. The 
newly discovered gold fields are in a 
mountainous section of tate, 
which is described as picturesque and 
exceedingly fertile. In a portion of the Sierra 
Madre range, which crosses“ the State in a 
southeasterly direction, gold and silver have 
before been found and 380 mines have been 
worked, but the new discoveries are a great 
surprise even to those most familiar with the 
resources of the country. oon weyers = 
Mescale rivers are navigabdie trom n 
coast to the mountains, and besides these there 
are the Tecpan, Papagayo, Amacusge, Ayutla, 
Ometepec, and many other rivers, that, 
although not navigable, will be serviceable to 
the miners and prospectors. The products of 
the State are gold, silver, mercury, cotton, 
cotfee, salt, copper, lead, sulphur, saltpetre, 
marble, beans, maize, cocoa, yucca; tobacco, 
rice, and medicinal plants. There is an 
abundance of timber, a little coal, anda per- 
fect network of mountain streams. The Inter- 
Oceanic Railway company, now building 
from Vera Cruz to Acapulco, has its lines one- 
third of the way across the State.

Soo-pyah-lat had whims as well as passions, 
and was as ruthless in her indulgence of the 
one as of the other. All Burmans love to 
smoke. Burmese women smoke continually, 
Soo-pyah-lat smoked incessantly. It is only 
fair to say that the Burmese cigars, though 
huge, are ridiculously mild; they are merely 
innocent leaves, more or less dried and loose- 
ly rolled. The best Burmese cigars are made 
by the dainty-fingered Burmese women, and 
a Burmese woman boasted a few years ago in

bore Mengdon one son, Theebaw. Then the 
King became suddenly jealous of her, put 
her away, and shut Theebaw up ina kyoung 
or Burmese monastery. 

But Theebaw was never separated from his 
mother in spirit, and he never forgave Meng- 
don his treatment of his Shan wife. Theebaw 
never forgot his mother or her wrongs. And 

he waited, always hoping that he might rein- 
state her in her high place in the Burmese 
court, and that he might revenge threefold 
the wrong and tlie insult that had been heaped 
upon her. | 
A woman who never fell from Mengdon’s 
favor loved the boy Theebaw well. That 
woman was Mengdon’s favorite wife, and 
‘though she was only the mother of three 
daughters, though she never gave the King a 
son, she was so supreme at her husband’s 
court that, at his death, her right to select his 
- | gpuecessor was scarcely disputed. Passing 
over Theebaw’s elder half-brothers, she sent 
for Theebaw and proclaimed him King. But 
she made Theebaw more than King. She 
made him the husband of her daughter Soo- 
‘ pyah-lat; and then came into’ Theebaw’s life 
the third and by far the. most powerful of the 
female influences that made of that life the 
vivid, mistaken thing it has been. 


Soo-pyah-lat was very beautiful, very clev- ° 


er, and very bad. Her two full sisters were 
Theebaw's other wives. One found but scant 
favor in Theebaw’s eyes, and she Soo-pyah-lat 
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Rangoon—boasted with a good deal of honest 
pride—that she had been one of the two 
women who had been, for their efficiency, se- 
lected to make Soo-pyah-lat’s cigars; and she 
told me thatas fast as they could make the 
Queen did smoke. 

But we must not think of Soo-pyah-lat as a 
dissipated Queen because she sinoked. In 
Burmah smoking is almost as general as 
breathing. Fora subject to stand upright in 
the immediate presence of Theebaw and Soo- 
pyah-lat was under most circumstances an 
inconceivable presumption, but for a subject 
to sinoke in those same royal presences was 
a. matter of course. 

Soo-pyah-lat had one other petty vice. She 
chewed betel nut; but she chewed it less than 
other women of her race and class, and her 
excess was not in the betel nut itself, but in 
betel nut boxes. Among the Burmege regalia 
were many betel boxes. The — shown in 
the illustration is said to have ben made for 
Soo-pyah-lat. It was supported by four gold- 
en Burmese dragons. The box itself was of 
gold and was sumptuously jeweled with dia- 
monds and emeralds.

The Jupiter man, if his size is 8 to

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to Their Contents=She Was Assisted by 
W. T. Stead in Starting Her Original 
Venture She Is Young aud Pretty, Be- 
sides Being Clever. 

It really seems as if woman's ingenuity is 
superior to that of man in finding newavenues 
of employment. In 1858 there were only 
seventy occupations open to women, now 
there are nearly 500, and the number is in- 
creasing. While in London last summer, 
writes Mary Temple Bayard in the Ladies’ 
Home Journal, the followmg circular from 
an indexing office attracted my attention: 

The need for a good index is universally recog- 
nized, but the difficulty of getting one made in 
time by a person who has studied indexing as an 
art is often insuperable. To meet this need 1 
propose to open an office which will undertake 
all kinds of indexing. I am prepared to index 
books, reviews, magazines, pamphlets, newspa- 
pers, etc., at reasonable charges, and in as short 
a space of time as is consistent with accuracy. 
My yualifications to undertake the direction of 
such an oftice of indexing are attested by the fact 
that for the years 1889, 1890, and 1891 I was 
sole indexer of Hausard’s Parliamentary De- 
bates, and also by the following brief extracts 
from letters. 

Then followed the extracts, which were 
from letters from such representative men as 
Gladstone, the Librarian of the House of 
Commons, Richard Garnett, Esq.. LL. D., of 
the British Museum, and others, each one tes- 
tifying that from personal knowledge he 
knew of no one better qualified to carry out 
well and carefully any indexing work intrust- 
ed to her than the signer of the circular, Miss 
Nancy Bailey. 

Always interested at home or abroad more 
in what women are doing than in anything 
else, I made inquiries in regard to this pio- 
neer indexer, and learned first that she was a 
protégé of Mr. W. T. Stead of the Review of 
Reviews. London is alive with capabie women 
that Mr. Stead has metaphorically placed upon 
their feet and literally assisted toa self-sup- 
porting life along the line of their individual 
possibilities. Mr. Stead prides himself upon 
this dispobition to serve women, and no one 
applies inj vain, provided she shows talent or 
otherwiselsatisties him that she is fitted for 
the work fhe proposes. 

In speaking of this new venture he said: 
„To Mich Bailey undoubtedly belongs the 
credit of initiating the novelty of an index- 
ing office in London. Being young, in- 
domitable, and practiced in the work, I ex- 
pect her to succeed. If she fails I don't 
think any one coming after her is likely to 
succeed. The specialization of industry 
that has brought us the typewritmg office has 
now brought us the indexing office, 
but indexers will never be as plentiful as type- 
writers. Indexers correspond to the higher 
functions of the human brain, and their 
avoirdupois weight compared with that of the 
great bulk of the human myriads is as smull 
as the weight of the gray matter of the brain

compared with that of the rest of the human 
body. But then the demand for them is not 
so great. The public has yet to appreciate 
the néed for a good indexer. For my own 
part I,think copyright ought to be ngidly de- 
nied to every book that has not an index up 
to a certain indispensable measure and stand- 
ard of excellence. 

think, however, that there is evidence of 
the growth of a demand for indexes. For my 
part I heartily wish Miss Bailey abundant 
success, for she is a deserving girl. You will 
find her at No. 3 Kepple street, Bedford 
square.“ 

And there I did find her early one morning 
—that is, early for tardy London, which does 
not begin the day’s work much before noon, 
and she was the gladdest surprise, personally, 
that my eyes ever had. 

Instead of the large-boned, angular spin- 
ster, middle-aged and aggressive which per- 
sonality seemed to me the most natural for a 
present-day woman with sufficient strength of 
character to subscribe herself Nancy—I found 
her to be a girl apparently not over 20, of the 
spirituelle type, dainty asa bit of Dresden 
china, and as pretty as, and much resembling, 
the old-fashioned picture of A Lady. This 
peculiarity was due to the very origi- 
nal way of wearing her hair, to which 
the familiar term done up could not be 
correctly applied, since there seemed to have 
been no attempt at arrangement further than 
to gather the longer strands into a loose knot 
at the nape of the neck. Escaping locks 
made a fringe about the face that could 
scarcely be called bangs, but served the same 
pretty purpose. 

Her hair and her large. expressive eyes 
were of the same red-brown color and of 
the shade only seen with transparent com- 
plexions. 

Her office, situated in the top of the house 
in which Miss Bailey inakes her home, was so 
high among the clouds the wonder grew how 
business found it out. But that it was a 
place well and favorably known was attested 
by the amount of work then in hand, and ree- 
ords of the marvelous quantities turned out 
during the then few mouths of its existence. 

Questions which have no doubt suggested 
themselves to my readers, as they did to me, 
brought out the following from Miss Bailey 
in regard to what indexing really is, the best 
methods, ete. : 

It is only a few months since I opened 
this office, but I have had more than I could 
do—I need an assistant now. The ven- 
ture was tirst thought of while 
I was indexing parliamentary de- 
bates, at which time I discovered how 
very little was known or understood about in- 
dexing. The chief aims in opening thfs office 
were: first, the selfish one of making more 
money than Parliament was paying (they 
now have to pay two men for doing what I 
did on half pay); second, to supply a need 
much felt in the world of literature and to 
open up a new channel for the employment 
of women. At present professional women 
indexers are almost unknown in England, and 
Iam not sure that there are any in your 
country. 

Les, the work is difficult, more so than 
people think. Patience, perseverance, and 
above all, applidation, are the qualifications 
absolutely necessary in an indexer, but with 
these I think any educated woman might 
succeed. . ' 

“There are a few outlines in the pre- 
liminary work of compiling an index that IL 
can give you. In the first place the book, 
or whatever the matter is to be indexed, 
should be read carefully through so as to 
get a thorough understanding of the char- 
acter of it; next, everything to be indexed 
should be written out on slips of paper with 
the important word taking the first place on 
the slip—for instance: ‘Women’s work in 
England and America’ would be written En- 
gland and America, woman’s work in.’ Then 
another slip. America, woman’s work in,’ 
and yet another, Woman's work in England 
and America,’ This method of cross-index- 
ing must always be done, unless the subject is 
a jarge one, in which case I use a cross-refer- 
ence. such ads this: Woman's work, see 
headings America and England. 

Then all these slips. when the index is com- 
piled. should be sorted in alphabetical order, 
and then either pasted or rewritten on large 
sheets of paper ready for the printer. Now, 
of course, I have only given you an outline of 
the manger of work; the scientific details of 
the building up of an index, more particu- 
larly as to subject headings, would be 
too tedious for you to listen to. This is 
work, however, in which women ought to suc- 
ceed, particularly in America, where the de- 
mand for indexes, I am told, is greater than 
in England. And you may say that when I 
visit America, which I an sure to do, I hope 
to find women firmly established as «indexers 
of the literature of that country, for I firmly 
believe that the work of indexmg is one par- 
ticularly weil suited to women.

A Central Academy of Fine Arts is to be

This will be built en- 
tirely by American money, and American 
citizenship is indispensable for contributors, 
The Prix,“ however, is to be open to women 
of all nationalities who shal! pass the local ex- 
amination, for which juries of artists 
of both sexes will be established in 
the leading cities of the world, who will 
decide the qualification for an artistic career. 

The Academy of Fine Arts in Paris is not, 
however, to be for painters only. The real 
object is to centralize all women’s endeavors, 
to improve their condition ethically, socially, 
and artistically, and to aid each member who 
needs it to increase her income. 

The Ladies’ Art Association, since its foun- 
dation in America in 1867, has educated 
4.000 women without expense to the State. 
Evidently, theretore, the association has never

merit and fitness for an artistic career are the 
rigid qualifications for entrance.

The committee, which 
has been working sixteen months in Paris, 
has for its President the Comtesse de Caye, 
and for its Vice-Secretary Louise Gagné, wife 
of the architect of the Prefecture of Police. 
M. Gagné designed the plans of the Academy 
of Fine Arts for Women, after the first out- 
lines by Carl Gutherz, the well-known painter 
of The Life of the Incarnation.“ and feund- 
er of. the School of Fine Arts at St. Louis.

Its Aim Is to Properly Fit Young Women 
for the Stage. 

Roma Guillon Le Thiére, an accomplished 
actress, well known upon the English stage,

isto preside over the proposed Dramatic 
School for Ladies in London. The object of 
the school, which is to be based upon the plan 
of the French Conservatoire, is to supply well 
trained actresses who will not fancy them- 
selves born Juliets alone, but who will be 
able and willing to undertake any other char- 
acter in the play. The course of studies 
will include elocution, singing, dancing, French 
pantomime, and constant rehearsals of import- 
ant plays. The girls will have to know howto 
pluy a farce before they attempt a comedy, 
and tragedy will come last. They will go 
right through Shakespeare, studying all the 
parts, changing characters in the different 
acts, and playing both men and women. 

The scheme involves the idea of a home 
life which will be excellent in its effects. The 
school is to be located ina large house just 
outside London, with a garden which will per- 
mit of abundant out-of-door life and exercise ; 
a hall attached to this will have in ita stage, 
consisting of a simple plattorm, without 
scenery, as at the Conservatoire. The serv- 
ants are to be French, in order that students 
may become familiar with the sound of the 
language and bave no trepidation when called 
upon to give.a French sentence in a play. 

An innovation will be a cooking class, a 
more necessary qualification for a theatrical 
life than outsiders imagine, as the early years 
of an actress are often spent in traveling, 
where she is obliged to put up with every 
iaconveuience. 

Miss Le Thière has forgotten none of the 
details in formulating’ her scheme and her 
own qualifications admirably tit her to take 
control of such a school.
